“GERMANY’S FEELING TOWARD BATES | 
AND SEWALL—LAW AND ORDER IN 


OKLAHOMA—FILLING THE OFFICES. 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—The reports from 
: Germany of the disposition to regard the com- 
ing of Mr. G. H. Bates as & Commissioner and 
of Mr. Harold M. Sewall as an officer of the 
‘Samoan Commission as an indication of the 
unwillingness of the United States to: reach a 
friendly settlement of questions concerning 
Samoa should not surprise anybody who has 
known the relations existing between Mr. 
Bates and Mr. Sewall and the State Department 
during the last few weeks of Mr. Bayard’s man- 
agement of that service. 
Mr. Bates made to Mr. Bayard a most eom- 
prehensive report upon the condition of affairs 
in Samoain the Summer of 1886. He had been 
instructed that “a full repert’ would be ex- 
peeted frem him, “showing the causes of the 
difficulty unaer which the Samoan Government 
labors, the present situation, and suggesting 
the remeaies whieh may commend themselves 
to the judgment of the agents.” Mr. Bates’s 
report, as printed, was very full. It was very 
mueh more wolaminous than the reports of the 
German or the British special agents sent out 
at the same time and forthe same purpose. 
But 1t was uot all printed or even eubmitted for 
inspeetion. 

When Mr. Frye last Winter charged Secretary 
Bayard with suppressing a part of it, Secretary 
Bayard admitted that portions of the repert 
had been cut out. It was Mr. Bayard’s opinion. 
that nothing need or should be said or reported 
upon the eondition of Samoan affairs that 
‘would embarrass the conclusion of the con- 
troversy in a peaceful and erderily manner. It 
did not seem to him desirable or necessary that 
@ special agent, or a Consul, should be permit- 
tec to characterize the words or avtiens of tho 
representative of one of the other powers in 
language that eould only be interpreted as 
attributing sinister motives when the pro- 
fessions of the powers were honorabis and 
satisfactory. There was too much opinion in 


Mr. Bates’s report, and some of it was cut out 
With that freedom that the State Department 


always exercises in pursuing diplomatic com- 


munications. 

It is possible that the German Foreign Office 
at Beriin learned of the character of Mr. Bates’s 
criticisms from interviews with him published 
after the appearance in print of his report, the 
interviews containing much of the matter that 
had been drepped by Mr. Bayard. It was evi- 
dent from the tenor of the speeches of Mr, Frye 
and others, who had read all of Mr. Bates’s re- 
port and some of the utterances that Mr. Sewall 
nad not been permitted to make officially, that 
they were inspired vy the facts of the reports 
made by these gentlemen which had not been 
made public. It was while considering what 
Mr. Bates and Mr, Sewall had been restrained 
from saying that the Senate was disposed to be 
warlike, and that it appropriated $500,000 ‘to 
protect American interests in Samoa,” without 
saying anything more detinite about American 
interests. 

Something very brilliant, indeed, was ex- 
pected from Mr. Blaine as svon as he came into 
pewer. The only really ‘“‘sassy” thing that he 
appears te have done is te select two men whom 

yr. Bayard checked in their use of language, 
while he has been so thoroughly lacking in 
brilliancy as to instruct his Oommissioners to 
renew precisely the contention insisted upon 
44 Mr. Bayard in the conference held here in 
1887. Mr. Blaine prepared his admirers for 
just such a drop, however, for in the edi- 
“torial columns of the Tribune a short 
time before the inauguration of Harrison he 
permitted an insinuation to be threwn out that 
too much sheuld not be expected at once of a 
new Sectetary of State;-that diplomatic meth- 
ods are necessarily slow, and that controversies 
between nations coulaé only be settled by the 
well-established intermational usages. So Mr. 
Blaine is trying to do just what Mr. Bayard was 
doing. He insists upon autonomy for tke Sa- 
moans.and a joint effort to maintain peace and 


good order in the islands.

the territory is thrown open to settlers. The 
subject was discussed at the Cabinet meeting 
to-day, when the suggestions prepared by them 
were laid before the President and the other 
members of the Cabinet for their consideration 
and appreval. The pian proposed is that April 
22, the day on which the rush into 
supposed land of milk and honey is 
to begin, the maintenance of law and 
the preservation of order shall be vested in the 
United States Marshal at Muscogee. He will 
be empowered to employ deputies, but of course 
he will not be able to have at his command a 
forsee large enough to be eilective in case there 
should be very serious disturbances. In case 
of unexpected disorder the Marshal will call 
on the army to aid him in maintaining the law, 
and, while nominally the civil authorities will 
be in command, the actual police work will be 
performed by the military. : 

Gen. Merritt, who is in command of the De- 
_ partmert of the Missouri, with headquarters at 
Fort Leaverwerth, Kansas, will be on the 
eground and will assume personal command of 
the army. He has been given discretionary 
power in regard to the number of men to be 
ordered to the territory, and, if necessary, he 
can draw on the entire resources of the Division 
of the Missouri. lt is the epinion of the War 
Department authorities that he will have at his 
disposal all the men that he will posisbly need, 
no matter what may happen. It is the firm de- 
termination of the autborities to preserve law 
and order at all hazards. 

Seeretary of War Procter says that he does 
not anticipate any very serious trouble when 
the territory is thrown open to settlement. 
There might besome lawlessness, but nothing 
more than the civil authorities, With assistunce‘ 
could hold in check. If there was anything 
mere serious there would be troops enough 
on the ground to put 1t down in short order. 
But the Secretary believes that the ma- 
jority of the settlers are disposed to 
be law abiding, and that while there 
may be some disturbance, as would be 
matural in any new community, it will not 
be of aserious natare. Atternéy General Mil- 
ler said this afternoon that the United States 
Marshal would be instructed to call on-the mili- 
tary if necessary, and that they would co-oper- 
ate with him in the preservation of peace, The 
greatest apprehension is felt at the two land 
offices, at Guthrie and Kingfisher, and to pre- 
vent any disturbance there a strong military 
force will be stationed at both places. 


One of the most important appointments Sec- 
retary Tracy will be called upon to make dur- 
ing his administration of the Navy Department 
will be that to sueceed Commodore Sicard, 


whose commission in his present plaee will ex- 
pire July 1. During Commedore Sicard’s two 
terms as Chief of the Ordnance Bureau the con- 
straction of moderm war ships and the necessity 
for the construction of modern guns to arm: 
them have greatly increased the importance of 
that bureau, and its next chief will have in 
operation under bim within the next year at 
the Washington Navy Yard one of the best- 
equipped ordnanee foundries in the world. 

Seoretary Tracy, in selecting a man for this 
duty, will provably choose an oilicer who has 
made a specialty of ordnance. The officers whe 
have thus far been mentioned in connection 
with the plaee are Capss. Meade, Cooke, Howell, 
and Howison, all of whom are regarded as 
ordnance specialists in the navy. Capt. Meade 
is now the commandant of the Washington Navy 
Yard, and all the extension of the buildings and 
putting in of new machinery for the ordnance 
shops, 88 well as the work on the guns now 
being built, is going on under his imme- 
diate supervision. Capt. Augustus P. Coeke is 
commanding the reesiving ship Franklin at 
Nerfolk. He is regarded as one of the leading 
authorities on ordnance in the United States, 
and is the author of the text books on the sub- 
jectin use at the Annapolis Naval Academy. 
Capt. Jonn.A. Howell is commanding the At- 
lanta. He has devoted much attention to ord- 
nance, and is.the inyentor of the Howell auto- 
mobile torpedo. Capt. Howison is now en duty 
at Washington as the President of the Steel 
Board. He is also regarded as one of the naval 
authorities om ordnance, and his speetai atten- 
tien to that subject has fitted him for hia pres- 
ent duty. 

The secona term of Commodore Walker, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigaticn, will also expire 
this year, Oct. 22, and, while it is very uncer- 
tain as te who will auceeed him, it is very gen- 
erally understood about the Navy Department 
that the Commodore will go te sea as com- 
mandant of the European station, with the now 
steel cruiser Chicago as his flagship. 

The term of Commodore Brown as eommand- 
ant of the Norfolk Navy Yard will expire a 
short time before the expiration of Commodore 
Walker's term, and he is spoken of as a candi- 
date for the Bureau of Navigation. P

@ Valuable man and well suited for his place. 

The report of the large. increase in ferce at 
the yard was probably started by the fact that. 
the Simpson Dry Doek Cempany of New-York, 
which 1s building a dry dock at the yard under 
contract, has recently employeca abeut two 
hundred men on the werk. The Navy Depart- 
ment has nothing to do with the employment 
of these men.

Secretary of State Blaine does not propose te 
be bothered by persons he does not care to see, 
and he has taken pains to see that his wishes 
are carried out. It has been a standing rule for 
several years in most of the executive depart- 
ments that “ visitors are not admitted after 2 
P. M.,” but this has rarely been enforced against 
any person giving a reasonable excuse for desir- 
ing to enter a department. A faw days ago 
somebody whom Mr. Blaine did not want to see 
Managed te get into the State Department after 
2 o’clock, and found his way into the Secretary’s 
office. Sinee then special orders have been issued 
to the doorkeeper, and posted all through the 
building, strictiy prohibiting the entrance of 
anybody nos a Senator er Representative until 
his card has been presented to some official who 
is willing to see him. 

The State, War, and Navy Departments are in 
the same Duilding, and Seoretary Blaine’s in- 
structions have been mate effective by makiug 
them apply to all three departments. It now 
takes 80 inuch red tape to get iuto the building 
after 2 o’cleck that after one trial few visitors 
care to go through the experience a second 
time.

Gen. William P. Hepburn represented the 
. Eighth District of Lowa in Congress for several 
terms. He was bornin Columbiana County, Ohio, 
in 1833, and began the study of law in 1853. 
In 1856 he was elected Prosecuting Attorney of 
Marsnall County, Iowa, and was subsequently 
elected Chief Clerk of the [uwa House of Kepre- 
sentatives. He served in the Union army dur- 
ing the war, and at one time commanded the 
Second Brigade, Cavairy Division, Sixteenth 
Army Corps. He bus always been an earnest 
Republican, and was recommended for the So- 
licitorship by the leading men of his party in 
the Stute. 


Mr. Whiteman was nominated during the 
special session of the Senate, but his nomina- 
tion was not acted upon. 


Gov. Robinson of Massachusetts, one of the 
Commissioners to negotiate with the Cherokee 
Indians for the cession of their lands in the In- 
dian Territory to the United States, called on 
the President te-day and informed him that he 
could not possibly serve on the commission.

BOLD BANK ROBBERS. 


A DARING ATTEMPT TO ROB A MINNE-* 
APOLIS BANK. 

MINNEAPOLIS, April 16.—One of the. most dar- 
ing attempts at bank’ robbery that ever oc- 
curred in this State was made in this city this 
noon. Two men walked leisurely into the State 
Bank and, after making a cursory survey, sud- 
denty whipped out their revolvers, ana, cover- 
ing the cashier and teller, one of the two sprang 
Over the counter, and, seizing $14,000 in bills, 
handed it to his aceomplice, who ran inte the 
street, About this time the employes of the 
bank had sufficiently recovered their self-pos- 
session to get their guns and open a fusillade 
upon the man who had jumped the counter, but 
bad marksmanship characterized this phase of 
the excitement. The man sprang back to the 
other side and fired two shots as a parting 
salute, but no one was hit. : 

Citizens pursued the robbers, and both were 
caught. They were James Henry and Frederick 
Douglas. Henry is a young man about twenty- 
two years oid, 6 feet in height. Denuglas is a 
boy not over eighteen years old, and has been 
employed as a bartender. Nagle ana Biom- 
quist, the bank officials, were so excited by the 
occurrence that it was some time before they 
could give a connected story of the robbery. 

W hat frustrated the pians of the robbers was 
the entrance at the supreme moment of Charles 
Hallerman of the Pabst Brewing Company. He 
had come in to make a deposit, and when 
Dougias saw him he was forced to turn and 
leave Nagle uncovered. While Douglas was 
throwing Hallerman down on the floor Nagie 
turned and ran to the safe to get his 
revolver. Quick as a flash Dougias turned 
and fired twice. Neither shot hit the 
assistant cashier, however, and the robbers saw 
that the game was up. Henry threw the valise 
with the $14,00U in bills crammed into it to 
Douglas, who turned to run. By mistake he 
took the door that led to the President’s room. 
Blomquist, who was now free, shot at the flee- 
ing robber, but missed. Douglas found the out- 
side door of the President’s room locked, Witn- 
out hesitation he jumped through the window, 
his smoking revolver in one hand and the valise 
in the other. 

A number of citizens had been attracted to 
the spot by thea noise, and there was an exciting 
chase as the robber fled to an alley. Here he 
turned ip and was finally eaught with his 
plunder. Inthe meantime other citizens were 
in hot pursuit of Henry, wiao Was soon over- 
hauled,

THE STATE WEATHER BUREAU. 

IrHaca, N. Y., April 16.—Prof. E. A. Fuertes, 
who has worked for yeara to secure aState 
weather service with headquarters at Cornell, 
said of the bill signed to-day by Gov. Hill: 
“Four thousand dollars are annually appropri- 
ated for the expenses of the bureau, which is 
directed by three Commissioners, one the Pro- 
fessor of Oivil Engineering at Cernmell, the 
second the State Superintendent of Publio In- 
struction, and the third to be appointed by the 


‘Governor with the consent of the Senate. A 
system of observatories will bejestablished simi- 
lar to those in operation in thirty other States. 
No salaries are paid either to Commissioners or 
local observers. An officer has. been detailed 
from the United States Signal Service corps 
who will assist the directer. Observatories 
will be established through the interior of the 
State and along the lake shores. 

“The apparatus will be placed chiefly in 
school buildings, where usually are competent 
persons willing to take the daily observations, 
and send reports to the central station. The 
service in brief will be like that extended over 
the national domain, except on a smaller scale. 
The daily reports sent in from all parts or the 
State, and bulletins sent out will be alike ben- 
eficial to. commerce, agriculture, and scienes. 
The appropriation made will be devoted to the 
purchase and repair of apparatus, the publica- 
tion of reports, and the dissemination of weather 
warnings. When the service is well established 
every importunt town in the State will have a 
signal station, and every railroad train will 
carry the Cornell University weather bulletin. 
Every Post Office will likewise be supplied with 
daily bulletins. The benefit of such service to 
a Btate ia inealeulable. 

“In 1882 1p Wisconsin the tobacco erop was 
damaged to the extent of $1,500,000, when the 
warnings given by a State service would have 
prevented nearly all the loss. The Government 
service is too general in scope and frequently 
fails in smali districts that cannot be reacned b 
general predictions. In anticipation of the bill 
& temporary organization has been effected and 
already over seventy stations, exclusive of the 
regular Signal Service, are receiving daily 
warnings, exhibiting flags, and sending in re- 
ports. Trains on all the railroads will be 
equipped with Cornell weather signals at once.”

A BIG LINE OF CANVAS-TOPPED 
WAGONS. 

LAWYERS AND DOCTORS BOUND FOR 

THE PROMISED LAND—A CIRCUS 


FOLLOWING THE BOOMERS. 
ARKANSAS CiTy, Kan., April 16.—An unbroken 


“string of canvas-topped wagons has been filing 


through the town te-day on their way to the 
Walnut and Arkansas River camps. Two 
Wagon roads dotted with wagons as far north 
as fifty miles tell of the great number of argo- 
nauts who are pushing forward to Arkansas 
City. The city presents the appearance of a 
country town on fair or eircus day. The streets 
are thronged with people, and itis out of the 
question to expect a room at any of the hotels. 
Many strangers who have despaired of shelter 
in a house have brought in tents, and will share 
their quarters with boomers. 

Every sort of a street “‘fakir’ is to be found. 
The “ Pigs in the Clover” puzzle arrived to-day. 
The boomers have taken very kindly toit. In 
the boomer camp yesterday cards were the pop- 
ular form of amusement. Pedro had the call, 
with seven-up a close second. To-day in the 
Walnut River camp the entire population was 
wrestling with the little marbles representing 
the pigs. 

The ‘‘ fakes” do not receive much patronage 
from the boomers, who as a class are a Wery 
conservative, if not suspicious, kind of people 
and very close coneerning their financial affairs. 
There is one institution, however, that they do 
patronize, and that is a cirous, which has been 
here two weeks, and it may foliow the boomers 
into the Oklahoma country. 

The train from Kansas City this morning was 
Made up of ten coaches and earried about five 
hundred passengers. Among these was Johu 
I. Dille of Huntington, ind., Register of the 
United States Luna Office to be established at 
Guthrie. Mr, Dille is a man about forty-five 
years oid and nearly six feet in height. ** 1 have 
made no pians whatever,” he said. ‘The work 
will be entirely new to me, and | will have to 
learn itright from the beginning, Ican only 
say that no matter what the rush may be I will 
take my time. I propose to make no errors, 
and I can best avoid them by painstaking work. 
I go to Guthrie to-day, but I will return to 
Arkansas City Thursday.” 

The first installment of lawyers arrived here 
to-day prepared to settle in Oklahoma, ‘They 
came trom different parts of the country. A 
number of doctors from this town will also 
start, as will numerous photographers. 

Reports from Caldwell say tuat the bridge 
over Pond Creek in the Cherokee outlet is in 
dauger of collapsing, and that the boomers 
there are in a great stute of excitement. Muny 
of them will leave Caldwell fer this point rather 
than take any Chances on crossing the Chero- 
kee outlet on Friday. Measures are being 
taken to remedy matters, and it is expected 
that nothing will interfere with a safe passage 
on the date mentioned. Another report of 
high water comes from a point near Guthrie, on 
the Cimarron River, anu tls is a source of 
much apprehension to the boomers, and partic- 
ularly to the Banta Fé Railroad people. The 
Cimarron is a very treacherous stream at its 
best, and the ieast rise will make a ford impos- 
sible. The Santa F6 Road crosses it two miles 
north of Guthrie, anu if this river is over its 
banks it will cut off communication from the 
north with two-thirds of the Oklahoma country. 
The situatien is looked upon as being a bad one 
by those whv are acquainted with the ecvcen- 
tricities of the Cimarron. 

Contraots were let to-day for the Govern- 
ment buildings at Guthrie and Kingfisher. 
They will be 18 by SO feet and will be ready 
by Monday. Their construction will be in sec- 
tions, and in this shape they will be sent to 
their destinations, ready to be put together in 
an hour.

His troops will act as an escort along the trail 
to the northern border ef the county. Hers 
the body will be held until noon on Monday. 
It is estimated that there will be 1,500 wagons 
in the march when the Territory line is crossed, 
four mHes south of Caldwell. 





THE PRAIKIE FIRE SUFFERERS. 

8ST. PAUL, April 16.—The Rey. H. W. Gleason, 
who went to Dakota last week te investigate 
the lesses and sufferings from the recent prairie 
fires, returned to the city this morning, and 
made a report. of the results of histrip. asa 
whole, the accounts of the losses have, in Mr. 
Gleason’s view, been exaggerated, but as to 
particular places the half has not been tola. 
The burned district lies along the east bank of 
the Missouri, from McPherson Gounty un the 
north to Yankton and Clay Oounties on the 


south, and covers a beltabout two counties wide. 
In much of this district towns, farmhouses, 
railroad bridges, and every vestige of vege- 
tation were swept away. Mr. Gleason eati- 
mates that not morejthan twenty-five people lost 
their lives, though many are still sick from 
burns and exposure, and some may die. 

One feature of the disaster is the numDers who 
have become disgusted and left the Territory, 
Dut this class is of the more nomadic character, 
the kind of people who are always ready to 
make @ change. Mr. Gleasen says that cash re- 
mittances are no longer needed, but that sup- 
plies of all kinds can be utilized in almost any 
quantity, lumber, seed, grain, and agricultural 
implements being most in demand. The further 
shipment of gouds from here will be in the light 
eof Mr. Gleason’s report. 





PARDONED AFTER TWENTY-NINE YEARS. 
TRENTON, N. J., Aptil 16.—The New-Jersey 
Court of Pardons for fourteen years has had an 
application before it to pardon Joseph Stewart 
(colorea) of Woodbury, Gloucester County, who, 
in 1860, was sentenced to the State prison for 
life. Inthe Summer of 1860 Stewart, who was 
then a boy of thirteen, was playing with some 
white boys, when they beeame engaged in a 
scuffle and Stewart pushed one of the boys, 
about ten years old, backward into a mill race, 
Before his comrades could rescue him the boy 
was drowned. Stewart was at once arrested 
and tried for murder. He was convicted of 
that crime and sentenced to be nanged, 
but his sentence was afterward commuted to 
imprisonment for life. 
rom that day he has been in the State prison, 
one of the best-behaved eriminals therein con- 
fined. To-day he was granted a full pardon 
after being twenty-nine years in confinement. 
He will be taken to his former home te-morrow.

HE SAYS ROBBERS, FAILING TO MAKE 


HIM USEFUL, TRIED TO KILL HIM. 
MINNEAPOLIS, April 16.—It was a strange and 
thrilling adventure that Adam Gwin, @ stone } 
Gresser ana general repairer at the Occidental | 
Flour Mills, had last night. *‘ About 11:30,” 
said he, “I left a friend and started to visit | 
@ miller who works —_ at the Waskbarn } 
Mill. Just as I reached Wilford & Northway’s ; 
office I was halted by two men. Before | knew 
it one of them had a cocked revolver at my’ 
head. They marched me to the-Occidental Mill 
office and demanded my keys. They searched 
my pockets, pieked out the key to the office, 
then walked in, and while one covered me with 
his revolver by the stove the other tried to 
open the safe. After ineffectual attempts to 
open it he said: ‘It’s no use, Jack, can’t. 
open it.’ ‘Whatsnall we do?’ asked the other. 
‘The Mississippi is wide enough,’ returned the 
man at tne safe. With that they took me, atill 
covered with the muzzle of the revolver, out 
of the office, across the railroad track, and to a 
pier that juts out into the river. Then they 
shoved me into the water, whieh is now about 
ten feet deep. 

“Tf they thought I couldn’t swim I fooled ’em. 
I struck out immediately, the current carrying 
me along. Pretty seon I reached the boom, and 
crawled over it. As I did so the men fired a shot 
atme. I at once dove into the water, and as 
came up another bullet splashed in the water 
nearme. I guess they thought I was headed 
for the falls and would be carried over so that 
if they killed me it would be a long time before 
my body wouid be recovered. I saw my danger, 
however, and tarning about before the eurrent 
toward the falls becamie too strone I made | 
for the boom. As I did so I[ saw the 
two men going away. In a moment I 
was over the boom, and brought up 
at the rook in the channel leading to the 
Columbia Mill. Iclambered outon the planks 
and made my way to the mill ottice, went in, 
and, locking the door behind with the key the 
robbers had left, I built a fire and tried to dry 
my clothes.” 

Mr. Gwin has no idea who the men were or 
why they tried to kill him unless to prevent his 
telling of the attempted robbery. He tninks 


they must have known him and been somewhat 
acquainted with the Occidental Mills.

A BLOW AT THE MAYORS 
RAPID TRANSIT BILL. 

INDICATIONS THAT GOV. HILL IS JEAL<- 
OUS OF MAYOR GRANT AND MEANS 


TO CHECK HIS GROWTH. 

ALBANY, April 16.—The Mayor’s Rapid Tran- 

sit bill received a bad black eye in the Senate to- 

day from its supposed friends. It was to have 
been the special order, but when the Senate 
was ready to discuss it, to the surprise of many 

in the chamber, Mr. Grady, a Tammany Hall 

Senator, and one of Mr. Grant’s chosen follew- 

ers, moved that the Senate proceed to secret 

executive session. to eonsider the nominations 
for Quarantine Cemmissioners reported from 
the Committee on Commerce and Navigation of 
Charles F. Allen, a Tammany Hall braye, in 
piaee of David W. Judd, reported favorably, 

and of George W. Anderson of Brooklyn, in 
place of Thomas C. Platt, reported adversely, 

and the motion was adopted. 

Had the Republicans asked Senator Grady to 
side track the Mayor’s bill he could not have 
played more accommodatingly into their hands. 
He could not have anticipated more exactly 
what they desire@. The Republican Senators 
openly prophesied last night that the Mayor’s 
bill would be ditched to-day. They themselves 
had intended to threaten the bill with amend- 
ment obstructions in order to hold it back, but 
at the last moment Senator Grady relieved 
them of all anxiety by stepping on the main 
track of legislation, waving the red flag of 
Tammany, and shunting this important meas- 
ure on to the side track. At this moment thé 
lithe ana familiar figure of David 3. Hill, car- 
rying under his arm a can marked “dynamite,” 
might have been seen with the eye of imagina: 
tion to leave Grady’s side and take to the vee 

This is the story of the dav. Grady consulte 
none of his colleagues. His action was as un. 
expected as it was surprising. Mr. Cantos 
raised a voice of expostulation, Mr. Ives was 
red in the face with indignation, Mr. Pieree 
looked asif he were in doubt whether to be 
pleased or disappointed—pleased to see the bill 
fade away, disappointed to miss the chance to 
weld his cable amendment into it. 

The Democrats had every reason to be aston- 
ished. The new VUanitol had never before seen a 
secret executive session. It seemed ridiculous 


that the antiquated and unpopuiar star-eham- 
ber proceedings of Washington should be insti- 
tuted in Albany, and at the instigation of 
Democrats, who have been the first and the 
loudest to decry secret sessiors. John Raines, 
to make the Democratic position mere absura, 
with a wink at Fassett, naively asked to recon- 
sider the vote by which the secret session was 
ordered. He was voted down, and took 
his seat with a quizzical expression on 
his face, Then the Senate proceeded to imitate 
their Washington namesakes. There weretobe 
no half-way proceedings. Every one was ex- 
cluded, all the deputy clerks, the reporters, and 
then the oftticial stenographer. Mr. Grady, 
with an outburst of pure Democracy, even 
moved that the reporters be banished from the 
adjoining rooms, and the reporters, who were 
not at ali concerned in what Mr. Grady or any 
other Senator had to say, but were coneerned in 
what Mr. Grady and his Demoeratic colleagues 
had done, were banished. 

Then fellowed a remarkable exhibitien, even 
for Grady, a Tammany Hall Senator. With the

When the Senate resumed its regular session 
and the Demecrats their senses, Mr. Ives moved 
to consider the Mayor’s bill. It was within: 
half an hour ef adjournment. Mr. Raines) 
moved for the enforcement of the ninth joint 
rule. Mr.. Fassett suggested thatit might bea 
good thing to adjourn. 

“The Senate stands adjourned,” exclaimed 
the Lieutenant Governor, who had misunder- 
sveod Mr. Fassett’s remark. 

Mr. Ives fiustered up, but it wasa day for. 

Democratic blundering, and so they adjourned. ; 
At that moment a melancholy figure tottered 
frem the rapid transit train. His face was 
stamped with grime and indignation, but the 
well-known features of Corpuration Counsel) 
Beekman of New-York were readily discern- 
abie. He had clung to his pet in the delu- 
sive hope that it might be switehed 
onto the main track, but he now 
lert it halt dazed and disheartened, 
The explanations for Grady’s remarkable pro- 
ceeding are as Dumerous as they are varied. 
Grady himself says that he had no idea of de- 
laying or obstructing the Rapid Transit bill. 
He is teo shrewd and teo experienced, however, 
to take a step of this importance, attended with 
so much danger, without knowing in advance 
just what the result would be. He was nomi- 
nated and elected by the friends of Gov. Hill. 
He came to Albany as the special guardian of 
the Governor’s secrets, as the Governors 
champion. That he shenid bave asked that the 
Senate should practically drop the Mayor’s 
bill to the foot of the calendar, with- 
out some understanding with his  col- 
leagues, lends color to the suspicion that 
he was requested or directed to do it 
by some one in whom he has confidence. The 
story is around Albany to-night that Gey. Hill 
has come to the couclusion that Mayor Grans 
weuld control too much patronage by the pass- 
age of this bill, together with the patronage 
already put into his hands by the passage ef 
the four-million-dollar Municipal Building bill 
and the dozen other measures passed by this 
Legislature for Tammany Hall. It is even sug- 
gested that’ the Governor regards with a jeal- 
eus eye Mr. Grant’s growing pepularity and 
the support the Mayor is receiving from a 
united New-York press, and that he suggested 
to Mr. Grady to side track the bill until he had 
time to examine it earefully, to learn what was 
in it, and who would receive the most benefit 
from it.

STILL NO NEWS OF THE DANMARK. 

No news of the missing Danmark passen- 
gers Was brought by incoming vessels yester- 
day. The steamship Darial, whieh arrived from 
Newcastle, reported something which may 
possibly suggest the cause of the disabled con- 
dition of the Danmark, however. Capt. Morris 
of the Darial says that in latitude 48° north, 
longitude 44° 40’ west he saw an immense ice- 
berg 600 feet long and about 150 feet high. The 
temperature of the water as reported by in- 
coming Vessels seems to point te the fact that a 
buimber of icebergs are in the neighborhood ef 
the forty-sixth paraileland of the thirtieth to 
fortieth degrees of longitude. HH the Danmark 
airuck one of these great masses of ice there is 
little room for doubt that it redwoed her toa 
eiv king condition. 

The general supposition now is that the pas- 
sengers and Grew have been taken up by a sail- 
ing vessel. In this case the Azores, about four 
hundred miles away, were the nearest iand and 
thither they would prebably go. It would take 


some time longer to get news of their fate if this 
had in fact happened.

TO FIX RATES BY LAW. 

8T. Paul, April 16,—Mr. Diment’s bill to regu- 
late freight rates and charges on grain and 
wheat, which has just been recommended for 
Passage, is one of the most important that has 
been introduced in the House, and in many re- 
spests is similar to that introduced two years 
ago by Ignatius Donnelly. 

The rate for carrying 100 pounds of grain for 
&@ distance not exceeding 10 milesis 225 cents; 
for a distanee between 10 and 25 miles, 3 cents; 
for a distance between 25 and 50 miles, 5 cents, 
and for every 25 miles upto 500 miles, 1 cent 
additional, he rates on flax, timothy, and 
clover seed are placed at 2 cents per 100 
pounds aboye the rates on other grain. For the 
purpeses of the law all connecting railroads in 
the State are to be considered one line. 

The fine for tne firat violation of the act is 

xed at from $1,000 to $5,000, and for each 

ubseqguent Violation $10,000. The continued 
violation of the law shall be deemed justifica- 
tion on the part of the State fer deslaring the 
forfeiture of all corporate franchises ana char- 
ters in case of domestic companies, and of re- 
straining foreign companies from doing busi- 
neasin the State. An amendment was alse 
adopted giving the Railroad Commissien au- 
thority to change the rates proposed by the bill 
whenever they found that they were working 
injustice and injury to any eompany. Mr. Di- 
ment says that, on the whole, he estimates the 
total reduetion in the State at 10 per eent.

It is painful te have to note the fact 
that the Secretary of State—Mr.Jamgs G. 
BLarneE, “ BLAINe,” “Jr. BLAINE,” “ JIM,” 
ashe is variously called, according to the 
impression of intimacy the speaker desires 
to convey—is in danger of that crowning. 
disqualification for leadership, inaccessi- 
bility to the common people. He-has caused 
to be conspicuously placed on the walls 
and:doors of the State Department placards 
announcing that no one will be admitted 
to his august presence after 2 P. M., except 
Senators and Representatives. Now, if Mr. 
Buiarne had any weakness for the aristo- 
cratic notion that there is public business 
to attend to for which he must reserve a 
certain amount.of time, this would explain 
his exclusiveness, but he has always acted 
on the theory that an officer possessing 
in any degree the appointing power is there- 
by bound to devote his time and energies 
to“ politics.” How is he to carry on * poli- 
tics” properly unless he is ready te listen 
te the rank and file of his party, and how 
can they all get at him before the early 
hour of 2P.M.? We are afraid that this 
ence popular leader is becoming imbued 
with ideas quite inconsistent with his 
former professions. We cannot say that 
we think that this promises any advantage 
to the public. Mr. BLAINE is not a general 
benefactor when he applies himself wholly 
to “ politics,” but he is even more likely to 
be mischievous if he undertakes to meddle 
yith the business of his department. 








There is something peculiar in the fate 
which overtook the Rapid-Transit bill in 
the Senate yesterday, where it held the 
position of a special order and might have 
been effectively pressed by its friends. 
Senator GRADY, one of its professed sup- 
porters, switched it suddenly off the track 
by meving that the Senate go into a dark- 
lantern session to consider the Governor's 
appointments for Quarantine Commission- 
ers, which have been pending more than 
three months. This suited its opponents 
exactly, and ths ridiculous star-chamber 
sessien, long since disused at Albany, was 
held. Then Gravy kept the Rapid-Transit

Same REET 
It is bad enough to have a man who keeps 
resorts for criminals and is their familiar 
friend and associate representing a district 
‘ef the city in the Assembly, but when he 
boldly comes forward as their defender and 
opposes a bill intended to protect the peo- 
ple from their depredations at a time that 
multiplies their opportunities and in- 
}creases the danger of the public, it 
.is a little too much for the patience of 
decent people. Mr. T. D. SULLIVAN has 
succeeded in attracting attention to him- 
self and the criminal resorts which he keeps, 
but it ought not to prove an advantageous 
exhibition. He has been boldly violating 
the law himself and protesting in the law- 
making body of the State against its en- 
forcement. It weuld be well for the Excise 
Commission to consider whether he is a fit 
man to hold a license for the sale of liquor 
and whether heis keeping places fit to be 
licensed for the purpose. 
It is with pleasure that we publish in our 
Washington dispatches this morning the 
denial from the Navy Department of the 
sweeping changes reported to have been 
made at the League Island Navy Yard at 
Philadelphia, and the statement that Sec- 
retary Tracy has declined to remove the 
foreman of laborers there, though peti- 
tioned to do so by both the Pennsylvania 
Senators, Mr. Tracy holding that “ he isa 
valuable man and well suited for the place.” 
Whatever may be the Secretary’s inten- 
tions for the future, he has thus far shown 
a clearer notion of the duty of a depart-: 
ment chief toward the public service than 
any other member of the Cabinet. 








The passage of a so-called Meat Inspec- 
tion bill by the Minnesota Legislature has 
caused the shippers of dressed beef in Chi- 
cago and Kansas City to close their agencies 
in the cities of that State. The immediate 
effect in Duluth has been an advance of 25 
per cent. in the local price of beef and a 
similar advance is reported in other places. 
If this advance shall not be maintained the 


supporters of the inspection bill will be 


sorely disappointed, for it was their real 
purpose to raise the price of cattle and beef 
in the State by-shutting out the beef of 
cattle slaughtered elsewhere. The estab- 
lishment of new slaughter houses or the 
enlargement of old ones may in time reduce 
the price, but it is not probable that 
under such a law it will fall to 
the old level. in Minnesota the con- 
ditions for such an experiment are 
far more favorable to the consumer than 
they can bein any of the Eastern States, 
for it is possible there to build up a great 
local slaughtering business without sub- 
jecting the cattle to the long journey that 
they must take before they can be ‘‘in- 
spected on the hoof” in this city or in any 
State on the Atlantic seaboard. The exclu- 
sion of Western dressed beef from this 
State would cause a marked advance:in the 
price of beef, and the advance would be 
maintained. Moreover, the beef of cattle 
brought from the West would be poorer in 
quality than the dressed beef, owing to the 
hardships of the journey. As for the plea 
that the dressed beef should be shut out on 
sanitary grounds, everybody knows it is a 
mere pretext, and the dishenest use of it is 
the most melancholy feature of this ‘“‘in- 
spection” movement, 


THE PRESIDENT’S BUSINESS. 


The President of the United States has 
been regularly installed in his office a little 
over ‘six weeks. He has recently been re- 
ported as suffering from exhaustion and 
compelled to seek some relaxation from the 
strain of his labors. He has taken one 
brief respite through a trip down the Poto- 
mac in a Government vessel, and he will 
before long mature plans for a vacation of 
considerable length. There is no doubt 
that he needs it. He is a man of tough 
constitution and regular habits. He has 
been hardened to the exactions and pri- 
“vations of public life, and he is capable of 
a good deal-of hard work. But it is doubt- 
*ful if he has ever before been subjected to 
so severe a tax upon his nervous system as 
that imposed by the Presidential! office. No 
one will grudge him any amount of repose 
that he may think that he needs and may 
be able to get. Nor will there be any 
serious criticism of his taking it in a Gov- 
ernment vessel or using any conveniences 
that his official station may supply. Itis 
not the highest view of his relations to 
the Treasury that permits him to do so, 
but itisasmall matter, and though some 
people may talk about it no one will really 
care very much. 

But the public does feel a natural interest 
as to the nature and extentof the ‘* duties” 
that in so short a time have sapped the 
elastic energies of Mr. HARRISQN. and 
have made him feel the desire, if not the 
need, of running away from them. If these 
duties have really been of a public nature 
and the weariness of the President comes 
from his devotion to the interests of the 
people, there will be a goed deal of genuine 
sympathy with him. Wo regret to say 
that a careful examination of the occupa- 
tionof Mr. HARRISON during the time since 
he has been President is not likely to reveal 
any sound and sufficient reason for respect- 
ful sympathy. He is simply worn out by 
the office seekers whose importunities he 
has himself invited, whose claims have 
nothing to do with the public good and are 
opposed to it, and with whom he has dealt 
not at all in the spirit of fidelity to the 
general interests, but almost wholly with a 
view te promote his own purposes or those 
of his party. Mr. Harrison has had in 








peint of fact no genuine public business of | dustry, 


any importance or difficulty to consider. 
Congress has not been in session. No ques- 
tion of legislation has been before him. He 
has had to decide on no matter of national 
policy. Our relations with all other nations, 
save in the insignificant question arising in 
Samoa, have been of a monotonously tran- 
quil nature. The various departments of 
the Government are in a state of complete 
and efficient organization and are perform- 
ing their ordinary functions within fields 


clearly defined by law without disturbance | 


or trouble. There are grave questions in 


the Treasury Department, but they have 


not been taken up, and have not contrib- 
uted in the slightest degree to the trials of 
Mr. HARRISON. 

The President has been engaged solely in 
making appointments for which, with a 
dozen or so of exceptions, there was no 


pressing necessity, and for the gréat body 


ef which there was and is no. necessity 
whatever. He has pursued this occupation 
not only without any requirement of pub- 
fic duty, but in more or less open violation 
of the pledges made by himself or by his 
party and adopted by himself. In fact, the 
appointments have been made not as public 
affairs at all, but entirely as partisan affairs, 
and the object of them has not been in the 
least to secure any better performance of 
the work of the Federal service, to promote 
its efficiency, dignity, or trustworthiness, 
but to distribute rewards for partisan serv- 
ice and to stimulate to further efforts in the 
same direction. This is literally an ac- 
curate description ef the business of the 
Chief Executive of. this great Republic, 
and it is one that is not calculated to arouse 
the pride of its citizens or to move them to 
any deep pity for the President, who volun- 
tarily engages in it and is worn out by it. 
There is nowhere among civilized natiens a 
spectacle like unto it, and none where such 
a spectacle would not excite indignation 
and scorn. Luckily for the United States, 
the sphere of the Federal Government is a 
very contracted one, and the interests that 
are imperiled or neglected in this shameful 
quadrennial patronage fair are remote and 
not extensive. Were ours a highly central- 
ized Government, this development of the 
worst features of corrupt courts upon a 
gigantic scale would be far more mischiev- 
ous, though no more disgraceful, than it is 
now. Haply, however, it might then be 
seen to be intolerable and so work its own 
reform. 





THE FASSETT PRISON BILL. 


If the members of the Legislature wish to 
dispose of all matters relating te the prisons 
of this State in the most satisfactory man- 
ner for the present session they cannot do 
better than adopt the bill introduced in 
the Senate by Mr. FassETT, 4s a substitute 
for all other pending measures on the sub- 
ject, of which there are about half a dozen. 
This bill is somewhat voluminous, as it in- 
cludes all that portion of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the State relating to prisons, with 
various amendments, which are clearly in- 
dicated by the use of italic type. There 
are three articles under the prison title in 
the Revised Statutes. The first relates to 
government, maintenance, the powers and 
duties of officers, &c.; the second to the 
disposition, discipline, and instruction of 
priseners, and the third to the labor of pris- 
oners. The amendments to the first are of 
minor importance, but include an increase 
of the salary of principal keepers from 
$1,500 to $2,000 a year. 

Under the second article an important 
change is made in providing for indeter- 
minate sentences. It provides that when- 
ever any male person over sixteen years of 
age is convicted of a felony punishable by 
imprisonment in a State prison for a term to 
be fixed within certain limits, the court, 
instead of fixing the term, may pronounce 
an indeterminate sentence for a term with- 
in specified minimum and maximum limits, 
the former net to be lower, nor the latter 
higher, than the limits fixed by law for the 
offense. A board of commissioners of paroled 
prisoners is constituted, consisting of the 
Superintendent of State Prisons and the 
warden, clerk, physician, and principal 
keeper for each prison, to act upon applica- 
tions of prisoners to be released upon parole 
after the expiration of the minimum extent 
of theirsentences. A record of each prisoner 
as to his crime and its causes and his conduct 
and demeanor in prison is to be kept, and if 
the board is satisfied in the case of an ap- 
plicant that he is likely to remain at lib- 
erty without violating the law, 16 may 
release him on certain terms and condi- 
tions, retaining legal custody and control 
so as to return him to confinement if 
he ‘violates the terms of his parole. Pa- 
roled prisoners may also receive a final 
discharge before the maximum limit of 
their sentences is reached if the board 
deems it best. This new feature of the 
law as proposed inthe Fassett bill would 
doubtless be a great aid in the reformatory 
purposes of imprisonment, upon which 
more and more stress is very properly laid. 





The most extensive and, on the whole, the 
most important changes proposed by Sen- 
ator Fassett come under the head of labor 
of prisoners. First of all he proposes acias- 
sification of prisoners into three grades; the 
first including those appearing to be corri- 
gible or less vicious than others, and likely 
to observe the laws and to maintain them- 
selves by honest industry after their dis- 
charge;. the secend including those appear- 
ing to be incorrigible or more vicious, but 
se competent to work and so reasonably 
obedient to prison discipline as not serious- 
ly to interfere with the productiveness of 
their labor or that of others with whom 
they are employed, anda the third including 
those so incorrigible, incompetent, and in- 
subordinate as to interfere seriously with 
the discipline and the productiveness of 
labor in the prisons. Promotions and redue- 
tions from one grade. to another may be 


made under regulations prescribed by the | 


Superintendent, and transfers may be 
made so as to bring prisoners of 
one grade, so far as_ practicable, 
into the same prison, or those of 
different grades may be kept separate so far 
as practicable 1n the same prison. The 
labor of prisoners of the first grade must 
be directed with special reference to indus- 
trial training and instruction, and to fitting 
tuem for self-support in a life of honest in- 

The labor of the second grade is 


& til 





to be directed primarily te proditctiverteds 


‘and secondarily to fitting them for self- 


support, and thatof the third grade is to 
be directed ‘solely to the production of the 
greatest amount and value of useful or 
salable products.” This classification of 
prisoners is also calculated to promote very 
effectively the reformatory purposes ef im- 
prisonment. 

The part of the measure relating to the 
system of labor disposes of the subject 
in a satisfactory way. It prescribes the 
State-account or the piece-price plan or 
partly one and partly the other, as 
the Superintendent may. determine, but 
whenever appropriations forthe former fail, 
the latter must be extended se as to keep 
the prisoners employed. A reasonable 
enough restriction is laid down that the 
nomber of prisoners employed in any one 
kind of manufacture shall notexceed 10 per 
cent. of the number of all persons in 
the State employed in making. the 
same kind of goods, Provision is alse 
made that the supplies for public insti- 
tutions supported by the State shall be fur- 
nished so far as practicable by the labor of 
prisoners. The requirements in regard to 
this matter are much the bame as in two or 
three other pending bills, and the excellent 
provision of the Savery billin regard to the 
power of Wardens to deposit receipts from 
labor and draw against themis adopted. In 
fact, this bill has been carefully prepared to 
cover thé whole ground of prison legisla- 
tion, and does it in the main in an effective 
manner. If it should pass the two houses 
and receive the approval of the Governor 
it would afford a much better solution of 
the whole question than we have had any 
reason to expect at this session. Withsuch 
a Legislature and such a Governor as we 
are at present blessed with, it would make 
a record ef itself to be thankful for.

THE WIRES CAME DOWN. 


After years of patient waiting the people 
of New-York were gladdened yesterday: by 
the spectacle of laborers in Broadway en- 
gaged in cutting down the poles which 
have so long been freighted with a net- 
work of unsightly and dangerous electric 
wires. It was a scene which was pleasing 
to everybody who loéked on it, with the 
possible exception of the representatives of 
the electrical companies. They found little 
sympathy from the throng of spectators, 
however, and they certainly deserved none, 
They have had ample time to do themselves 
what the city isnow engaged in doing for 
them, but they preferred to fight the law 
providing for the burial of their wires in 
every possible way, and to defy public opin- 
ion until they reached the last resort whieh 
the courts provided forthem. Driven outof 
this by the decision of Justice WALLACE in 
the Western Union case last week, they 
have now nothing left them but to snbmit 
to the inevitable and make use of the sub- 
ways provided under the. supervision of the 
Board of Electrical Control. 

It will take several days tor the removal 
of the poles and wires which Mayor GRANT 
has ordered down, but the beginning made 
yesterday in Broadway, commencing at 
Fourteenth-street, is an earnest of the de- 
termination of the authorities to do the 
work thoroughly, and nobedy will grumble 
at the time required to doit. The city will 
really be at very small expense for the prose- 
cution of the work. The poles and wires 
are carted to the corporation yard, where, 
unless the companies see fit to redeem them, 
they can be disposed of to the highest bid- 
der, and the amount realized from their sale 
will go far toward paying the cost of their 
removal, With the exception of the loss of 
the electric lights in the streets for a few 
evenings the public will be put to but slight 
inconvenience by the taking down of the 
aerial lines, and this will be but temporary, 
as the lighting companies will be forced 
now for the protection of their own inter- 
ests to make connection with the subways 
at once. In the meantime the old system of 
gas lighting will besubstituted for the elec- 
tric lighting of the streets where the cir- 
cuits have been broken. 

The city 1s to be congratulated on the 
actual beginning of the demolition of the 
aerial lines of wire on its principal thor- 
oughfare, but, beyond this, it has another 
cause for rejoicing growing out of the re- 
moval ef the poles and wires. The work 
begun yesterday is the result of a most 
signal victory over JAY GOULD and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. It 
emphasizes the fact that neither the man 
nor the corporatien of which he is the soul 
can always override the will of the people; 
that laws are semetimes enacted which 
even JAY GOULD and the Western Union 
must obey; and in this sense the taking 
down of the poles and wires is a most sub- 
stantial victory of the public over the 
monopolies of New-York. Yesterday was a 
great day for the Board of Electrical Con- 
trol; it was a great day for Mayor GRANT, 
and, above all, it was a great day for the 
eommunity at large. 








THE ARMOUR CONTRACT. 


Last Winter the Chairman of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commissien made an in- 
vestigation concerning alleged violatiens 
of the inter-State commerce law in the 
West, and at the close of it he re- 
lieved his mind in a memorable inter- 
view. ‘The revelations of creokedness,” 
he said, ‘“‘“were simply astounding, and 
evidence has come into the possession of 
the Commissioners that would warrant 
criminal prosecutions against several rail- 
road officers.” Up to that time, he said, 
cases of only minor importance Had come 
before the commission, because the com- 
panies would not bear witness against each 
other, and the prominent shippers whose 
interests had been served by violations of 
the law could not be expected to make com- 
plaint. 

Since that etatement was made there has 
been formed by the railroad companies of 
the upper Mississippi valley an association 
whose main purpose is declared te be “the 
enforcement of the provisions of the Inter- 
State Commerce act, and the establishment 
and maintenance of public, reasonable, uni- 
form, and stable rates, in conformity with 
the provisions thereof.” The act forbids 
unjust discrimination in transportation 
rates. It was passed in response to an irre- 


‘gistible popular protest against such dis- | 





crimination, by meansof which the railroads 
had enriched certain favored individuals, 
corporations, and combinations at the ex- 
pense of the competitors of these and to the 
injury of the people. It is to be expected 
that the new association will not only strive 
to prevent such discrimination, but will 
proceed under the law against these who 
practice it. 

A case for the consideration of the associ- 
ation appears to have been offered by the 
disclosure of certain facts relating to a con- 
tract between the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul Company and the great packing 
house of ARMOUR & Co. This contract is 
said to provide that the firm shall be paid a 
mileage rate of 1 cent per mile for the use 
of refrigerator cars during a period of ‘five 
years, beginning on Dec. 17, 1887, and it is 
stated that the company has been paying 
other firms in the same business only three- 
quarters of a cent per mile for the use of 
the same kind. of cars. The existence of 
the contract was made known last week at 
a meeting ofthe Western Freight Associa- 
tion, and the discovery caused seme dis- 
turbance. The facts were laid before the 
managers of the Inter-State Railway Asso- 
ciation, and it isreported that the rates to 
be paid to other owners of refrigerator cars 
by the St. Paul and other companies were 
raised so as to agree with the rate in the 
contract. The head of the firm that helds 
the contract is a Director of the St. Paul 
Company. 

The published accounts do not make it 
entirely clear that the rate paid to the firm 
has been higher than that paid to other 
shippers in the same business ever since the 
beginning of the term of the contract. In- 
deed, the statement is made that there was 
no discrimination until a month or two ago; 
but it appears to be admitted that for some 
time the firm enjoyed the advantage of one- 
quarter of acent per mile. It may be that 
this concession was due to neglect or a mis- 
understanding. But as an impression pre- 
vails that it was deliberately granted and 
was enjoyed fora long time by the firm in 
question, to the injury of competitors, and 
as certain persons have eaused to be pub- 
lished their belief that the parties, even if 
they be guilty, will not be subjected to 
prosecution upon the complaint of any one, 
the Inter-State Railway Association should 
make investigation. If the facts do not 
call for proceedings against the railroad 
company, the defense should be made pub- 
lic, and if, on the other hand, the company 
has deliberately violated the law it should 
be brought to account, 








The pretest that we felt it our duty to 
make against the slowness with which Mr. 
CLARKSON, the Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, was operating his guillotine has evi- 
dently had its effect, We are now able, on 
the authority of the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Commercial Advertiser, to 
record the gratifying fact that Mr. CLARK- 
SON’S daily average of executions has been 
advanced from 100 to 150. Not only this, 
but on one occasion it rose to 197, and on 
another to 209. A mean record of 200 a 
day would enable Mr. CLARKSON to change 
the whole number of 54,000 fourth-class 
Postmasters within the year, besides attend- 
ing to the vacancies that may occur in the 
course of nature. It is pleasing to have 
thus another proof that ne exigency of the 
public service, no matter how extensive or 
exacting its demands, fails to find in this 
free Republic a man fitted to meetit. If 
the time should ever come when an officer 
in Mr. CLARKSON’S place should be required 
to attend to legitimate public business, we’ 
are confident that even that demand would 
be met.

Panis, April 16.—Sarah Bernhardt made 
her first appearance to-night in her new 
character of Lena Despard, which, under 
thename of “Lena,” is “As ina Luooking 
Glass” translated into French. The Varié- 
tés was, of course, crowded with le tout 
Paris, seats having been even more difficult 
than usual to obtain. 

Thé play did not make any great impres- 
sion in the first two acts. It is too tame in 
incident and characterization for the French 
stage. It lacked the fine detail. 1t was 
admirably acted, however, and went with- 
out marked comment either way up to the 
death scene, which, without exaggeration, 
was marvelous. The heroine dies, as in 
the English version, but when the husband 
rushes in, crying his forgiveness, his wife is 
already dead. He touches her on the shoul- 
der and she rolls over on the floor on her 
face, a corpse. This scone was so thrilling 
that it will alone carry the piece, and in all 
probability insure a long run. It was a 
great personal success for Bernhardt, what- 
ever may be the epinions of the play.

term phrasing. It is the real beginning te great- 
ness as a performer.”

CHARLESTON. 


FIRST OF THE NEW WARSHIPS BUILT 
ON THE PACIFIC. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 16.—It was stated un- 
otieially yesterday that the cruiser Charleston 
would probably start on her trial trip on Fri- 
day next. She has finished coaling, and yester- 
day took on board a large quantity of rope, 
hawsers, and other equipments from Mare Isl- 
and for the trip. On Saturday, while lying at 
her doek, tires were started in her furnaces, 
and the machinery under a full head of steam 
was found to work smoothly and to be in per- 
fect order. Her anehors are in place, but her 
steel masts, which were made in Pittsburg, 


will not be put in until after the trial trip. The 
armament hae not yet arrived. 

Capt. Charles Goodall of this colty has been 
selected by President Irvin Scott of the Union 
Iron Works to command the Charleston on her 
trial trip. He has inspected the vessel. 


The eruiser Charleston is the first of the new 
warships which has been built on the Pacific. 
ceast. Her trial, aside from showing the ves- 
sel’a qualities, will demonatrate the ability of 
Pacific coast ship- building firms to compete with 


those in the East. For this reason the coming 
ottieial test will be marked by the keenest inter- 
est on the part of the naval authorities of this 
country. . 

The guns fer the Charleston are now all in 
transport across the Continent except the two 
eight-inch breeon-loading rifles. The six six- 
inch guns were picked eut the other day by the 
Superintendent of the Union Iron Works from 
among a number which had undergone trial at 
the Annapolis proving grounds, The guns will 
not be mounted prior to the trial, but their 
weight will be neutralized by the placing over 
the positions they will oceupy ef lead and pig 
iron equal in weight to the guns. 

The dimensions of the Charleston are: Length, 
300 feet; breadth, 46 feet, ana draught, 18 feet 
and 6inches. Her displacement is 3,730 tons. 
She is fitted with twin screws, and her engines are 
of the horizontal compound type. The whole 
weight of the machinery does not exceed 710 
tons. With her type of engines the contractors 
guarantee 7,000 indicated horse-power, and it 
is to be presumed that this is a mean of the 
tapings from indicators on a four-hour con- 
tinuous trial run. 

In displacement the Charleston is less than 
the steel cruiser Chicago, yet in herse power 
she will exceed the latter by over 2,000. From 
the fact that the Chicago is a ftifteen-Knot ves- 
sel it may be inferred that the Charleston will 
develop nineteen knots when put tothe speed 
test. It is said that the new eruiser will be 
sent immediately to the China station as flag- 
ship and show the Japanese that she is superior 
to their boasted oruiser Nanitwa Kan. The 
ae was built on the lines of tne Naniwa- 

an.

A NEW ROUTE FOR THE OERNX- 
THENNIAL PARADIH. 

fHE NAVAL AND CIVIC PARADES ASSUM- 

ING UNWIELDLY PROPORTIONS — 
LITTLE TROUBLES ADJUSTED. 


The Army Committee decided last night 
to modify the line of march for the military and 
tndustrial parades, subject to the approval of 
the Plan and Seope Committee, by having both 
pass areund Union-square. 

It was decided to adhere to the original line of 
march, so fur as passing through Waverley- 
place and up Fifth-avenue’was concerned, At 
Fourteenth-street the military procession will 
pass to the east side of Union-square, thence 
along the east, north, and west sides of Union- 
bquare, to Fifteenth-street, to lifth-avenue, 
thence up Fifth-avenue to Fifty-seventh-street. 
It will be observed that the point of dismissal 
bf the parade has been changed, it having orig- 
tually been fixed at Fifty-ninth-street, abutting 
bpon the Plaza at Central Park. 

The changes in tue military also involyed 
Modifications in the plan ef the industrial 

arade. 1t was therefere ordered that the latter 
poouia start from Fifty-sevexnth-street and 

ifth-avenue at 10 A. M. on May 1, proceed 
Gown Fifth-avenue te Fifteenth-street, to 
Union-square,; thence around Union-square by 

6 north side to Fourteenth-street, through 

‘ourteenth-street to Fifth-avenue; dewnh Fifth- 

venue to Waverley-piace, to Broadway, and to 

janal-atreet. 

It was deemed impracticable by the commit- 
tee to take the industrial parade to the lower 

art of the city, as it Would be almost impossi- 

le to disperse it without blocking the column. 

The troeps for the military parade will be so 
massed in the lower partof the city that they 
will ail pass over the entire reute above Pine- 
street. 

Commander Bridgeman of Admiral Porter's 
stai! met the Navy Committee yesterday at 
their meeting in the Stewart Building. He 
brouzht with him assurance from Admiral 
Porter that everything that couid possibly be 
dene by him would be done to make the parade 
® success. Secretary of the Navy Tracy has 
given the neeessary orders to the Commander 
of the Brooklyn Navy Yard, and whatever there 
may be there that will help out the committes 
is placed at their disposal. Capt. Woolsey of 
the mercantilo end ef the parade reported 
that there would be at least 400 steam vessels 
in line eutside of tho naval vessels and the 
steam yachts that have agreed to take part in 
the dispiay or thearrival of President Harrison 
at Elizabethport. The only sailing vessel of 
the Navy that will participate in the show, the 
echoolship St. Mary’s, will be anchored off the 
foot ef Wail-street, and en the arrival of the 
Presidential party will fire a national salute. 

Asin case of the land parades, that on the 
Water has far exceeded in its magnitude what 
its prejectors imagined it would, and it really 
threatens to become unwieldly. For this reason 
the previously published programme, which in- 
cluded atripup the East River around Black- 
well’s Island and then a trip up the Hudson, has 
been abandoned, temporarily at least, and some 
new programme is to be substituted which will 

revent all possibility of any snarl or con- 

usion. Just what this will be was 

not decided at yesterday’s meeting, nor will 
it be until something abselutely definite is 
known as to the number of vessels that desire 
to take partin the display, and their capacity 
to take part in any programme that may be de- 
cided on. The pilots propose to make a show in 
the parade, even if they haven’t steam vessels. 
They have decided to put three and possibly 
four boats in the parade, each to be towed by a 
tug lashed to the side of the pilot boats, and 
furnishing speed enough te the fast sailers to 
enable them to keep up with the procession. 

Mr. Jonn H. Starin has received from parties 
anxious to hire his boats offers for their use on 
the day of the naval parade which, if accepted, 
would put at least $5,000 in his pocket. But 
Mr. Starin refuses to lease his boats for the day, 
having decided that all of them shall appear in 
the naval display as a battalion of boats which 
it will be difficult for any single owner to rival. 

The civic parade keeps growing in magni- 
tude, and Gen. Butterfield and his staff have 
a task of great proportions ahead of them to 
arrange the organizations who have determined 
to parade. He had counted upon some 10,000 
men in the German division, but Mr. Louis 
Windmiilier, a member of the Executive 
Committee, writes to THk TimMrES that the 
German-American division will number 
at least 20,000 peeple, and probably 
not far frem 30,000. The number. of 
people who wish to parti¢eipate grows daily, 
and the French citizens have decided to have a 
representation in the line which will be no dis- 
eredit to tue nation which was essentially a 
friend to Ameriea when 1t needed one. Among

Resolved, That permission be and the same hereby 
is given to the owners and occupanis of buildings 
located on the route of the precession commemorat 
ing the centennial of the inauguration of George 
Washington as President of the Umitea States, 
April 30 and May 1, 1889, to place platforms inside 
the stwoy lines in front of their respective buildings 
from which to view the procession on condition 
that no charge or fee shall be charged for aa- 
mission to such platforms; that such plat- 
forms shall be ‘erested or constructed 
at the expeuse of such owners or occupants, under 
the supervision and direction of the Superintendent 
of Buildings, who shall have power to issue such 
orders; that the corporation of the city of New- 
York shall be harmless frem any risk or damage 
that may be done or arise from the exercise of the 
privilege hereby granted, or auy portion or part 
thereof, and that the permission given shall con- 
tinue only from the 28th day of Aprilto the 3d day 
of May, 188%. 

It being his desire that every person should 
have an epportunity to see the procession, 
Mayor Grant also asked the Aldermen to adopt 
a resolution empowering the Mayor’s Marshal 
to grant permits for trucks to stand at the curbs 
of the streets that oross the line of the pro- 
cession. The truéks would afford standing 
places for many persons. The Aldermen passed 
both resolutions. 

Looking around for places from which they 
and their friends;could enjoy the pageants of 
April 30 and May 1, the Aldermen fixed on the 
elevated courtyard of the Stewart mansion at 
Thirty-fourth-street and Fifth-avenue as an ad- 
mirable site for a stand. They consulted Judge 
Hilton about the matter, and be not only gave 
them permission to use the courtyard, but also 
said he would build a stani for them aud give 
them a,band of music. His kindness over- 
whelmed them, and before acceepting his office 
yesterday they said many prevly things about 
him. But they are not satistied with what 
Judge Hilton bas done for them. They want 
to put up another stand for themselves aud 
constituents in front of the reservoir on Fifth- 
avenue. Te ao this, to decorate the City Hall 
as they think it ougbt to be decorated, and to 
illuminate it with gorgeous tireworks at ulght, 
they want the $15,000 which the Legislature 
has said the Board of Estimate may give 
them. On motion of Alderman Walker they 
yesterday appointed a committee of ven to get 
the money and expend it so that the utmost jolli- 
fication shall be got out of it. 

The Brooklyn Boards of Aldermen and Super- 
Visors asked and obtained from the local Alder- 
men yesterday permission to put up stands to 
enable them to see the great parades. They 
will have to find places for thestands and build 
under the direction of the Superintendent of the 
Bureau of Buildings. 

On motion of Alderman David Barry the 
Aldermen yesterday requested the Beard of Es- 
timate to give $1,000 to the veteran firemen of 
this eity to assist them in entertaining visiting 
firemen in the centennial period. 

The Board of Aldermen has deeided that all 
the public offices, excepting such as must under 
the law remain open, sball be closed on April 
29 and 30 and May 1.

*That the centennial celebration is an 
actuality instead ef a much-talked-of possibili- 
ty, will be proved to-morrow, when the loan ex- 
hibition of paintings and relics will be opened at 


the Metropolitan Opera Heitse Assembly Rooms. 
The collection was virtuaily arranged yester- 
day and will be completed to-day in time for the 
yress view, which will be had this after- 
noon. So much work has been required 
in ee the exhibition that the 
catalogues will hardly be ready for public dis- 
tribution before the public opening next Mon- 
day afternoon at 1 o’elock, to whieh date it has 
become necessary tu postpone the opening. The 
ceremony of opening the exhibition will, hew- 
ever, take place this evening when a short ad- 
dress will be made by Henry G. Marquand, 
Ohairman of the Art and Exhibition Committee, 
and the formal acceptance ef the exhibition by 
Mayor Grant. These exercises will begin at 9 
o’ clock. 

Mr. Coffin, the manager of the exhibition, says 
that exhibits are daily arriving to swell the 
display of a most novel show of relics. 
Among the mostimportant of the late arrivals 
have been the portraits and relics brought 
from Baltimore by Co). Edmunu Law Regers, 
the grandson of Mrs. Washingten. Col. Regers 
had not decided to lend his collection till the 
last moment, but after visiting the rooms 
and seeing what had = already been 
gathered he at once took the train 
for Baltimore and returned the noxt 
day bringing with him a number of valuable 
and interesting relics. Uniike other eontrib- 
utors who sent their things in ordinary peoking 
boxes, Col. Rogers brought his in George Wash- 
ington's ewu trunk, which will be onexhibition, 
being marked **G. W., No. 4.’"" An important 
picture not heretofore noted is the 
Washington portrait from Princeton 
which was painted by OCOharles Wilson 
Peel. The portrait of Elisha Budinot and 
others were lent by Samuel Burrowe and mem- 
bers of the Budinut family.

THE PENNSYLVANIA TROOPS. 
One of the most unfortunate things in 
connection with the celebration has been the 
misunderstanaing about what the Centennial 
Committee could and would do about the eare 
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-fused to make an appropriation to defray the 


traveling expenses of the State troops, though 
its members did take a big sum out of the State 
‘Treasury to pay for a trip of their own to see 
what was going on here. Then the Pennsylvs- 
nia Railroad offered to help the troops out by 
agreeing to bring them to New-York and take 
them back bome free of cost. That settled that 
difficulty. 
Then came te the ears of the Pennsylvania 
authorities @ story to the effect that the Cen- 
tennial Committees did not. propose ‘to furnish 
food or shelter to the troops after they got here, 
@ yarn which had no foundation whatever in 
fact. New-York was berated by the Philadel- 
hia papers, particularly fer its lack of 
ospitality, and there arose among. the 
members of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard, 8,000 in number, the _ liveliest 
kind of a ‘‘kick.” Just what the Centennial 
Commit hi @greed to do for the Pennsyl- 
vania soldiery seemed utteriy beyond their 
powers of comprehension. Finally the State 
Commissioner, in order to get at the real situa- 
tion, wrote to the committee asking for partic- 
ulars, and yesterday this reply was mailed to

PHILADELPHIA, Avril 16.—The officers of the 
Pennsylvania militia in this city are not anx- 


ious to go to New-York to take partin the cen- 
tennial eelebration. Col. Wendell P. Bowman, 
commanding the First Regiment, sald to-day: 

“We want to wear our dress uniforms, as 
there is very little else in military service to 
make the men take pleasure and prido in their 
regiment.” 

While the Colonel was talking a telegram was 
received from Col. Jobn T. Camp of the Twenty- 
second Regiment of New-York as follows: 

Newspapers say you are not coming on the 
30th. is ittrae? Auswer. JOHN tT. CAMP. 

When asked what reply he would make, Col. 
Bowman said that he would simply say tuat 
he had received no orders from headquarters, 
and could not say anything positively. ‘It I 
get orders to go,” he said, ‘‘ lam going, and my 
commana goes, too, in the uniform we are 
ordered to wear.” 

Major Chew of the State Feneibles simply re- 
marked that he would also obey orders and go 
with his command, but thatthe men antiloi- 
pated no pleasure from tne trip, and only did it 
from a senge of duty. ‘the boys are terribly 
disappointed and chagrined over the decision,” 
he said, “‘and we have lost the comfortable 
quarters I bad provided for the State Fenoibles. 

we have lest the band I had engaged, and, ef 
ceurse, I wouldn't march my battalion in dreas 
uniform behind a fite and dram corps,” said the 
Mujor with much feeling. ; 

Coj. Bonnaffon of the Third said: “I have re- 
ceived no orders one way or the other, and, of 
course, can do nothing until 1 hear.

But I 
do think that good, comfortable quarters should 
be provided forthe men. I was told that the 
New-Yorkers intended to cerral 1,200 troops in 
space intend for only 000, and in 
that ease [I should not like it. All this 
fuse 1s exceedingly unmilitary. The men ought 
to be paid, and Pennsylvania should doit. This 
action of regiments refusing to obey orders 
brings up @ nice question as to whether the 
Governor cannot disband the regiment for dis- 
obedience of orders. You can say for me that 
the Second will ge if ordered.”

_... LOUIS ULBACH. 

Louis Ulbach, the widely-knewn French 
journalist and writer, died in Paris yesterday, 
after an illness of some time, in the sixty-eighth 
year of his age. He was born in Troyes, and 
made his début in the literary world in 
1844, at the age of twenty-two, with a 
volume of poems, entitled “Gloriana.” He 
entered the field of journalism in 1844, 
and gained some celebrity by a series of 
letters published under the pseudonym of 
** Jacques Souffrant.” In 1853 he became editor 
in chiefof the Revue de Paris, holding the poaition 
until the paper was suppressed in 1858. After 
that he contributed te a number of journals, in- 
cluding Le 7emps ana aro, until 1868, when, on 
the suppression of Rochefort’s La Lanterne, he 
started a similar journal, which he called La 
Oloehe, This lived in its original form eighteen 
months, during which time M. Ulbach was fined 

,000f. and imprisoned six months for articles 
‘published tn his paper. La Cloche thon became 
the ergan of the Radicals, and served as such 


until suspended by the Commune in 1871. M. 


Ulbach was twice fined and imprisoned before 
he abandoned his journal, in 1872, and beeame 
@ contributor to the Indépendance Kelgeand the 
Revue Politique et Littéraire. He was decorated 
with the Legion of Honor in 1877. 

M. Ulbaeh was also the author of a number 
of novels and two dramas, neither ef which, 
however, proved very successful. 


JOHN G. WHITE. 
John G. White, the oldest merchant of 


Albany, died last evening after a week’s illness. 
Mr. White was born in 1801 in the ship Ameri- 
ous, On his way to this country, his parents hav- 
ing emigrated from the County Tyrone, Ireland. 
He learned the printer’s trade, and worked in 
the same office with Tharlow Weed when the 
latter was learning his trade. He owned ths 
Albany Register for one year, when he retired 
from the newspaper business and became a gro- 
cer. He was a member of the eommittes which 
arranged for the opening of the Erie Canal in 
1825. Subsequently he engaged in the brewing 
pusiness, and in this his capital was invested at 
the time of his death. He was one, of the in- 
eerporators of the Albany City National Bank, 
and he conducted the malt business in Bath, 
New-York, and Philadelphia, as well aa in Alba- 
ny. Until within a week, although he was 
eighty-eight years of age, he attended closely to 
his business affairs. His surviving children 
are Elizabeth Hoyt, widow of George B. 
Hoyt; Rufus P. White, Matthew White, the 
well-known malster of New-York City; Andrew 
G. White, who has been in partnership with 
his father for many years; Anna Holden, wife 
of Eagar B. Holden; Antoinette Little, wife of 
William Little of Philadelphia, and Emma How- 
ell, wife of E. W. Howell of Albany. 


SAMUEL W. GROSS, M. D. 


Dr. Samuel W. Gross, the eminent prac- 
titioner of Philadelphia, died yesterday, aged 
fifty-two years. He was asonof the late Prof. 
Samuel D. Gross, and succeeded him in the ehair 
of surgery in Jefferson College. Dr. Gross was 
born in Cineinnati Feb. 4, 1837. He was edu- 
cated at Shelby College, Kentueky, ana studied 
Medicine in the medical department of the Uni- 
versity of Louisville and at Jefferson Medical 
College. He was graduated in March, 1857, 
and settled in Philadelphia. He soon made 
headway in his profession and beeame an act- 
ive member of the College of Physicians, Path- 
ologieal Society, County Medical Sooiety, and 
of the State Medical Society of Pennsylvania, 
®nda was at one time President of the Associa- 
tion of American Medical Colleges. Dr. Gross 
Was an author and a valuable contributor to 
the medical periodicals of his time.

Edward Goldsmith, Cashier of the German Bank 
and Vice President of the Manhattan Savings and 
Trust Company of Momphis, Tenn., died yesterday 
of pneumonias. The deceased held high rank among 
the financiers of Memphis. 


Judge C. E. Stuart of the Corporation Court of 
Alexandria, Va., died yesterday after a protracted 
illness.

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 16.—The greatest 
and most significant glass deal ever effected 
either on this continent or in Europe was eon- 
summated im this city to-day. The Pittsburg 
Piate Glass Cempany, for a consideration of 
$1,500,000, bought out the plant of the Forest 
Gity (Penn.) Plate @lass Company. But this 
fact is only a modest hint as to the real pro- 
portions of the deal. In a talk with Capt. J. B. 
Ford at Tarentum, Penn., this evening, all the 
facts were breught out. 

In a nutshell they are: The purchase gives 
the Pittsburg Plate Glass Company the last of 
the three greatest plate glass factories on the 
centinent. J. B. Ford & Sons owned the Forest 
City plaat, and are at the bead of the purchas- 
ing company, whose capitalization is thus 
swelled to $2,750,000. Their three plants, at 
Brighton, Taréntum, and Forest City, all within 
a radius of twenty miles in the Alleg- 
hany Valley, combine to make a larger 
eencern of its kind than any other in America. 
lt alse surpasses in size and capactity any 

late glass works in Belgium, France, or Eng- 
and, three countries which, until eighty years 
age. monopolized the trade in America aad the 
Olid World. The capacity of these three fac- 
tories un@er one Manacement is thus increased 
to 500,000 square feet per month. 

The worke alone cover forty acres, and the 
company has built nearly one theusand dwell- 
ings on additional land for one-half its two 
thousand workmen to oecupy. It owns 14,000 
acres of natural gas territery, and without 
natural gas, as Capt. Ford says, no part of this 
Taarvelous showing couid have been made. 
Fourteen years age he made the first piece 
of plate giass produced in America. This was 
at New-Albany, Ind. The product then seld 
at $2 50 per square foot. Now it selis at $1, 
and has so driven out the Belgian, French, and 
English importations that combined these three 
countries do not sell half as munch plate glass in 
Amerioa as they did eight yeurs ago. The Pitte- 
burg concern means to develop yet more rapidly 
if possibie in the future.

MAYOR GRANT SETS SHEARS 
AND AXE AT WORK. 

BROADWAY FROM FOURTEENTH TO 

NINETEENTH STREET CLEARED OF 
WIKES—ELECTRIC LIGHTS OUT. 

After a long and tedious fight the Board 
of Electrical Control has succeeded in forcing a 
rift in the cloud of wires that has for 80 many 
years obscured and disfigured the main thor- 
Oughfares ‘of this city. After an exhibition of 
patience that was Joblikein its abiding faith, 
there is every prospect that the people of New- 
Yerk are about to see one of their fondest 
dreama materiasiized. in the burial of the net- 
works of telegraph, telephone, and electric 
light wires. 

This werk would have been started two 
weeks ago had not Mr. Jay Geuld, or, rather, 
Mr. Jay Goula’s Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, interfered by applying for an injunetion 
against the Board ef Electrical Control. The 
motion was argued before Judge Waliaee, in 
the Supreme Court, and was denied. : 

Early yesterday morning the order of Judge 
Wallace was filed in the ettice of the Cler k of 
the United States District Court. A certified 
copy was at once placed in the hands of an em- 
ploye of the Electrieal Board’s counsel, John 
M. Bowers. and that gentleman teok it to the 


ottiee of Mayor Grant. There the document 
met with a cordial reception. Mayor Grant 
Was not presentin person. It was quietly in- 
timatea by some of nis friends that the juvenile 
(**his Honor’) had a purpose in staying away 
until noon, which purpose was te prevent Mr. 
Jay Gould from serving any more injunctions. 
op him as President of the Board of Electrical 
Controi. Mayors Secretary Crain, however, 
was in his chair, with full instractions how to 
act, and with him were Commissioners Gib- 
bons, Hess, and Moas of the LElectrieal Board, 
Electrical Expert Schuyler “8. Wheeler, and 
Chief Engineer Kearney. 

The order of the court was read, and then 
Secretary Crain handed to Commissioner Gib- 
bons an order, prepared by the Mayor, direct- 
ing the Commissioner of Public Works to re- 
move the wires and polesen Broadway, Sixth- 
avenue, and cross-town streots. The full text 
of the order was as follows: 





APRIL 16, 1889. 
The Hon. D. Lowber Smith, Commtsstoner of Pub- 
lic Works: 

Siz: You are hereby directed to remove forthwith 
from the sireeis and avenues named, poles and 
wires, also named below, in accordance with obap- 
ter 716 of the laws of 1887, to wit: 

1. On S&ixth-avenus, from. I'wenty-third-street 
to Fitty-eighth-atreet, all poles and wires, except 
the wires of the Western Unioo Telegraph Com- 
pany upon the elevated railroad structure, 

2.,.0n Broadway, from Fourteenth-street to 
Forty-fifth-street, all poles and wires, except the 
Fire Department line. 

3. On ‘'i'wenty-third-street, from Sixth-avenuse 
to Broadway, all poles and wires. 

4. On Twenty-filth-street, from Sixth-avenae to 
Broadway, all poles and wires. 

5. On Forty second-street, from Sixth-avenue to 
Madison-avenne, all poles and wires, exeept a pole 
on the southeast corner of Fifty-eighth-street and 
Sixth-avenue 

And you are further directed to take up the re- 
mevai of said poles and wires as described in the 
foliowing order: Beginning on Broadway, at the 
intersection of Fourteenth-street, and to continue 
up Broadway to Twenty-third-street; thon on 
Twenty-third-street, from Broadway to Sixth-ave- 
nue; then on Broadway. trom Twenty-third-street 
to T wenty-fifth-street; then on Twenty-sixth-street, 
from Broadway to Sixth-avenue; then on Sixth- 
avenue, from Twenty-third-street to Fifty-eaghth- 
street; then on Broadway, from Twenty-fifth-street 
to Forty-fifth-atreet; then on Forty-second-street, 
from Sixth-avenue to Madison-avenue, the poles 
aud wires referred to; then on Fifty-eighth-street, 
from Sixth-avenue to Fourth-avenue. Respect- 
fully. HUGH J. GRANT, . 
Mayor and President of the Board of Electrical 

Control ° 

Communications were also sent to all the 
companies whose wires this order would affect, 
directing them to cut off all the currents in the 
circuits carried on these wires at once, in order 
that no harm might befall the linemen engaged 
in cutting them down, or the public safety be 
menaced by the falling of live wires. 

Armed with Mayor Grant’s order Commission- 
ers Gibbens, Hess, and Moss waited upon Com- 
missioner of Public Works D. Lowber Smith, 
who was expecting and waiting forthem. Su- 

erintendent Richardson of the Bureau ef 

ncumbrances was summoned and inatrueted 
to send a force of men to Broadway and Four- 
teenth-street to start the work laid out by the 
Mayor. 

No izstructions could have better euited Mr. 
Richardson. For two days he hus been ready 
and anxious to start on a erusade against the 
copper and steel wire octopus that has been 80 
steadily eneircling the streets in ite tentacles. 
Two gangs of men were sent out, one under 
charge of Simon Hess, brother of the Cemmis- 
sioner, and the other under charge of A. Busby. 
The Comm missioners, Electrical Expert Wheeler, 
and Inspecters Roth, O’ Reilly, and Keyes of the 
Department of Public Werks were en hand. in 
each gabg were ten men. 

At 10:55 o'clock the workers reached the cor- 
ner of University-place and Fourteenth-street. 
Their appearance attracted a small crowd, 
which grew and grew until the street was 
nearly packed. Everyvedy seemed to know 
what was going to happen, yet not a disapprov- 
ing voice was heard. nD a tall pole at this cor- 
ner were twelve Western Union wires, running 
northward. It was ordered that the day’s work’ 
be started here. In a minute Inspector Roth 
had strapped ou his climbing apparatus and 
Was on the crosstrees of the pole, nippera dn 
hand. The teamsand pedestrians were warned, 
the wires were cut, and with a ewish fell to the 
atreet below. The pole was allowed to stand, 
as from it were supended wires running south, 
east, and west, Which were not included in the 
Mayor's order. 

Then the two gangs of men were divided, one 
to proceed up the west and the other the east 
side of Broadway. On the east side, between 
Fourteenth and Seventeenth streets, were five 
poles, each hauging seven Gold and Stock Com- 
pany’s wires, controlled by the Western Union 
Company. On the west side of the street on 
the same blocks were five peies hanging about 
thirty wires of the Brush and East River Elec- 
tric Lighting Companies. Tre poles bearing 
the police and tire-alarm wires were also on the 
west side. These latter were not touehed, but 
will be placed in the subways in a day or twe. 

By the time that cperations had fairly started 
the square was biaek with people who were ap- 
parently enjoying themselves immensely, good- 
haturedly guying and cheering the workmen. 
There was danger that some one might be in- 
juved by falling poles or wires, 80 a detachment 
ef police was summoned frum the Sixteenth 
Precinct. Then the work went merrily on. 

The tirst exciting episode ef the work of de- 
struction occurred when the first brush Com- 
pany wires were cut. The police were doing 
their best tokeep the sidewalks clear, but it was 
almost an impossibility. When Inspector Roth 
severed the wires they fell hissing and sputter- 
ing te the sidewulk. Sharp, blue flames spurted 
from the broken ends. Immediately a howl of 
warning Was raised. 

An old gentleman anda lady became so be- 
fudaled by the cenfusion that they started heea- 
lessly tor the deadly copper wire, but were 
grasped by an officer and sonducted oat of 
danger. Then the crowd was pushed bacz, a 
lineman with rubber gloves olimbed the next 
pule, and, againcutting the wires, the dangerous 
hanging pieces were deprived of their terribie 
power. 

In commenting on this occurrence later Com- 
missioner Gibbens bitterly condemned the 
Krusb Company for not cutting off ite circuits 
when ordered. He declared that the company 
had turned on the *‘death” current in order to 
make the work of sayeige & the wires dauger- 
ous. This statement the Brush people den 
flatly. The factis that the order to the Brus 
Company to eut off their current and the order 
to the Department of Public Werks to cut dewn 
the wires were given out by the Mayor at the 
same time. The Brush peoplo say that their 
notification was wet delivered until after the 
cutting of the wires had commenced. The cur- 
rent was turned off soon after, and no more 
danger in that line was experienced. 

Just after the incident just related another 
diversion was furnished by Foreman Sears o 
the Brush Company. When the company foun 
that the city was really doing waat it had long 
threatened to do, they sent Sears up to eoll and 
bring away wbeir wire as it dropped to. the 
ground, He started to do so when Super- 
intendent Richardson put a spoke in his wheel 
by informing him of the politioal maxim ‘te 
the victors dclong the spoils.” The Brush wire 
and all other wire cut down was £0 be confis- 
cated by the city to pay expenses, in facet the 
foperenent teams were there waiting te take 
loads to the corporation yards. Thies disturbed 
Mr. Flees 3 so that he began to rant in a way that 
was highly entertaining to the interested crowd, 
anc they were laughing beartily at him when a 
loud crash was heard across the street. All 
turned in that direction. A rotten Western 

Union pole, relieved of the support ef the 
wires on which it was practically suspended, 
had fallea somewhat prematurely. A Broad- 
way car tilled with ladies was just passing. If 
the pvie had struck the car the consequenecs 
must haye been dire. Providence kindly de- 
oreed otherwise, and instead of striking the car 
it fell directly between the front platform and 
the horsea. The escape was almost miraculous. 
The trightened horses tried to run away, but 
the weight of the great pele lying across the 
chains Which held them to the ear was teo mueh. 
Two watmnenu fainted and men yelled. It was 
only for a moment, however, and then quict 
was restored by a knowledge that no harm had 
been done, 

That mowentegave Foreman Sears of the 
Bruah Company another chance. Excited as 
he was by the previous occurrence, this laat 
tumult was teo wuch for him. Springing on to 
the front platform of the car he grasped the 
arm of an officer who was attompting to pacify 
the passengers and fairly soreamed ont: 

** Brreat 'om, arrest 'om."’ 

* Arrest whut” asked the officer, 

“Evorybody, overybody,” replied Sears. 

There was another laugh from the crowd 
when Superintendent Richardson informed 
Sears that. voless he made himself leas oon- 
spicuons he would bs arrosted. Sears went off 
and Was not seen avain unti! eventing, when he 
soomed ig @ much easier franie of mind. 

The work of removal wout steadily on. 18 
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 gireet were very thick and the thoroug 
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“se thatno accidents might happen or fs 

mar the general jubilance of the oocasion. 

The removal was carried on in the following 
manner: A lineman was sent up one pole and 
another lineman up the next pole. A wire 
would be pleked out by each,’ cut wlose to the 
tree, and thrown out into the street, where. 
other men coiled it up and carted.it off. Whe 
@ pole was cleared of wires it was attacked. 
with an axe, guided with repes, and allowed 
to fall into the street. By 12:30 o'clock both 
sides of Broadway from Fourteenth to Seven- 
teenth street had been cleared in this way. 

There were innumerable humerous incidents 
eonnected with the work, such as the entangle- 
mont of ladica in the wires, the knoeking off of 
hats, and the sudden, stoppage of teams by 
wires falling across the street. Yet no harm 
was done in this way and when a noon recess 
was taken the crowd In the square looked about 
them and remarked how great’ was the im- 
provement in its appearance. 

At 1:30 o’cloek the crusade was again taken 
up and continued until 5 o’clock. A start was 
made at Seventeenth-street. It was well-nigh 
imposaible to work, however, owing to the 
regular throng of Broadway promenaders. The 
wires were cut down as ‘far up as Nineteenth- 
street and one great pole cut down. Then 
work was stopped. It will be resumed at 6 
o’clock thie morning and pashed rapidly. Com- 
missioner D. Lowber Smith was notified that 
if the work was to be finished before centen- 
nial week a larger force of men must be put on 
it. He promised to double the force to-day. 

The Brueh Company was the principal sufferer 
by yesterday’s work. Mr. Kearney, the e6n- 
gineer of the Board of Electrical Control, said 
that the Brush Company had informed the Bu- 
reau of Lamps and Gas that unless the cutting 
eeased they would take down every lamp post 
they had up, as they should not be able to keep 
their contract with the municipality. The East 
River Company had a few wires on the fallen 

eles. The Manhattan Company, according to 

anager Leslie, had no wires cut, as they had 
previously placed them allin the subway. At 
Fourteenth-street the United States Illu- 
minating Company's wires start.

This 
was for the reason that no subway provision 
has been made fer telegraph or telephone wires 
in that street yet. 

Abeut noon a lineman of the Metropolitan 
Company was caught trying to remove one of 
the company’s wires from a doomed pole to the 
top ofa building. He was arrested on a charge 
of putting up a wire without a permit.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHTS OUT. 

From Bowling Green to Fourteenth-street 
last night the Broadway cars passed up the 
city’s great thoroughfare in a flood of brilliant 
light. They turned around the corner at the 
Morten House, however, and seemed actually 
to plunge into dargness. There were gas jets 
there by the hundreds, but the difference in the 
light they gave out and that from the electric 
lamps on the block -below was very great. It 
was like leaving the Hghtoft day behind and 
getting into a tunnel. 

Union-square was as dark as a concert gar- 
den on Sunday, and Madisen-square from a dis- 
tance looked not unlike a country churchyard, 
The feeble efforts made by the gas jets 
to illuminate the places were sickly snd 
conspicuously unsaccessful. From Fourteenth 
street to Twenty-eighth on Broadway not 
an electrie light on the .street was going, 
but at the latter corner, in frent of the 
Fiftn-Avenue Theatre and up as far as Thirti- 
eth-street, the electric lights were sputtering 
and giving light with their usual vigor. From 
Thirtieth-strest to Fifty-ninth the interrupted 
darkness again asserted itself, and the old-time 
eorner gas lamps seemed to feel lonesome. 

Sixth-avenue, too, suffered just as much as 
dia Broadway. Nothing but illumin&ting gas 
lighted the traveler. on his weary way from 
Fifty-ninth to Thirtieth street, but at that point 
the far-reaching rays of the arc light came into 
play again and, as fur as the street corners were 
concerned, were uninterrupted. Those lights, 
though, whieh have heen in the habit ef light- 
ing up the show windows of the groatdry goods 
stores between Twenty-second and Eighteenth 
streets were dismally inactive, and not even 
the ineffective gas had been subatituted in their 
stead. 





LOOKING FOR MR. DURANT’S PROPERTY. 

Charles W. Durant, acting manager for 
Estelle Olayton, and at one time a member of 
the New-York Stock Exchange, was examined 
in supplementary proceedings last Monday 
afternoon before Judge McAdam of the City 
Court. The examination was the result of a 
suit brought by J. George Flammer, for the 


firm of Durant, Marah & Co., to recover $4,000, 
the amount of notes given to the above firm by 
Charies W. Durant. In the examinatisn Mr. 
Durant testified that he bad no personal prop- 
erty’ except a diamond riug worth $300 
and a watch and chain worth $150, which 
had been presented to him by Miss 
Estelle Clayton. He testified also that 
of the large fortune, something like $350,000, 
that Be had inherited from his father’s estate, 
he prubably had nothing left. Counselor Flam- 
mer contended, however, that Durant still haa 
property, whieh he had transferred to the*Du- 
rant Land Improvement Company since the 
suit for the recovery of $4,000 had been insti- 
tuted. Mr. Flammer is now trying to have 
the transfer to the Durant Land Improvement 
Company set aside. 

Meantime Edward Jacobs of 235 Broadway 
has been appointed a receiver of U. W. Durant’s 
property, and it was said at Flammer’s office 
yesterday that Mr. Jacobs would take charge 
of Mr. Durant’s dlamond ring and watch. 








ANNIB STOLE CLOTHING. 

Patrolman Deacher of the Nineteenth 
Precinct, while passing the house of Mrs. Cath- 
arine Glover, 28 West Nineteenth-street, at an 
early hour yesterday morning, noticed Annie 
McArile, a domestic, coming out of the house 
carrying a bundle of clothing and three silk 
umbrellas. Suspeeting that she was robbing 
the house the offieer arrested her. He subse- 


quently discovered that the girl had been em- 
ployed by Mrs. Glover on Monday morning, and 
was leaving the house surreptitiously with a let 
of elothing and the umbrellas. She was also 
identitied as the girl who on the 8th inst. was 
engaged by Mra. Anna Jerolomar, the wife of 
Civil Justice Jeroioman, at 263 West Twenty- 
second-street, and who left the house seoretly 
the same night, carrying eff an overcoat anda 
business coat belonging to the Judge.

ANIMALS IN JHE PARK. 





FACTS AND FIGURES FROM THE SUPER- 
INTENDENT’S REPORT. 

The annual report of the Central Park 
Menagerie fer the year 1888 shows that in that 
time the total number of animals exhibited was 
1,018. There were 258 additions, of which 133 
were presented, 53 purchased, 27 born, and 45 
temporarily placed on exhibition by the owners. 

The most notable addition was the male 
hippopotamus, purchased from the Cincinnati 
Zoological Society at a cost of $5,000. This 


animal is eight years old, 9 feet 10 inches in 
length and 4 feet 5 inches in height. Among 
the presents during the year were a leather- 
baok turtle from Texas, an American crocodile 
trom Nicaragua, two Argentine tortoises from 
Venezuela, a Mexican screech owl from New- 
Mexico, a Tenglman’s owl trom Germany, an 
Indian elephant, and a cowbird. The elephant 
Was presented by Adam Ferepaugh and is 
twenty yearsold. It measures 9 feet in height, 
with tueks 4 feet long. The cowbird ahghted 
on board a Hamburg steamer 800 miles off our 
coast. 

The percentage of loss by death was less than 

in former years, a fact largely due to the better 
sanitary condition of the buildings. The great- 
est loas was the death of ‘‘Mr. Crowley,” the 
famous chimpanzee. A lioness and a jaguar 
died from old age, and the following animals 
were killed on acoeunt of their advaneed age: 
One Kerry cow, one Zebu cow, and one Angora 
goat. The flesh of these unfortunates was used 
tor food for the other animals. 
*The animals born inthe garden during the 
year were 2 lions, 4 tigers, 1 prone 1 agouti, 1 
Kerry calf, 1 zebu, 1 bison, Cape buffalo, 2 
Abgora goats, 1 Persian sheep, 4 fallow deer, 1 
Virginia deer, 4 black swans, 1 Canada goose, 
and 2 pea fowls. 

The amount of money spent in maintaining 
the menagerie for the year was $31,303 91. A 
messure of economy was the substitution of 
horseflesh for beef as food for the animals, and 
144 horses were slaughtered and fed to them. 
The entire cost of this food was $1,085 75, 
making the costof meat less than 2 cents per 
pound. 

The number of visitors to the menagerie in- 
oreases each year, and on Sundays it ie always 
large, semetimes reaching 100,000. For the ae- 
commodation of these, new walks have been 
made and old ones widened. In conseyuence of 
the number of visitors the wear and tear on the 
buildings is great, and the items for repairs are 
neeessarily large.

HH MENTION: A #EW FACTS 
_ ABOUT “DEY DOLLAR.” 
THE CHIEF INSPECTOR OF POLICE EX- 
PLAINS THE ASSEMBLYMAN’S MOTIVE 
FOR PROTECTING CRIMINALS, 
Questioned yesterday about T. D. Sulli- 
van’s fumings in the Assombly in regara to the 
Restriction of Freedem bill and the afrests on 
Sunday of “me men” in * me places” Chief In- 
spector Byrnes had much that was. interesting 
to say about the bili and “ Dry-Doilar” 
Sullivan. Mr. Byrnes said, by way of a begin- 
ning, that he first learned that ‘‘ me men” of the 
quondam undertaker were {arrested when he 
read the newspapers yesterday morning. The 
statement that the arrests were made’ by de- 


, tective officers attached to the Deteetive Bu- 


Treau was untrue, They were made by officers 
attached to the staffs of Inspectors Williams, 
Steers, and Conlin. The statement that no 
arrest had been made in Sullivan’s saloons be- 
fore was also untrue, as on the 3¢ ult. Michael 
Costello, one of “me men” empioyed at 116 


‘Centre-street, was locked up for vending liquor 


illegally. 

‘“*Sullivan’s animus,” the Inspector went on 
te say, * against this bureau is this: Among the 
frequenters of his place are thieves, burglars, 
and disreputable people, and such thieves, burg- 
lara, and disreputable people are his associates. 
Itisaqueer proceeding foramember of the 
Leuislature engaged in making laws for the: 
govud government of the people of the State to 
find faulton the fleorof the Assembly with 
officers who simply obeyed instructions to en- 
force laws enacted by the Legislature. As to 
his asseciates, I can name some of 
them, premising that Sullivan began life 
aa bootblack in the Fourth Precinct Station 
House when Superintendent Murray was Cap- 
tain of that district. Of course, there is noth- 
ing in this that affects his character. But I say 
that ‘Dan’ Driscoll, who was hanged for mur- 
der and was leader of the Whyo gang was his 
associate and constant companion, as was 
*Pedey’ Barry, another Whyo leader, who is 
serving a term of seven years for picking pock- 
ets. I could name many other ruffians and 
thieves Who are his companions or patrons. 

“Thomas MeAveeney, the famous burglar, 
‘Tom’ Nichols, and John Clark when arrested 
some time ago for burglary, invoked the aid of 
Sullivan, who went to Detective Cottrell and 
offered every indueement for him to ‘make it 
light’ for them. Cottrell did his duty when he 
reported to me what Sullivan tried to induce 
him todo. Athazard I name among other.as- 
soeiates of this Assemblyman, ‘Johnny’ Hand, 
@ general thief; ‘Danny’ Lyons, a pick pocket; 
James or ‘Fitzey’ Lyens, and Join Pye, the 
burglar. Now, about this bill which 1s calied 
my bill It did not originate with me, 
but in February or early in Mareh a 
State Senator was talking with me about the 
centennial celebratien and the diffleult task the 
police would have to protect the public from 
thieves. Inspector Steers, by the way, was 
with me. I went over the troubles we had had 
on former occasions to’ Keep the ‘dangerous 
classes’ locked up as suspicious persons or what 
not during such celebration and said it would be 
a good thine for the publie if a bill were 
passed giving the police full authority 
to arrest all ‘known criminals found 
loitering, acting suspiciously in the streets, or 
attempting to ply their vocation in large gath- 
erings of people, and that upon a statement of 
such facts magistrates would have no excuse 
for refusing to hold such prisoners for misde- 
meanor. Sucha bill was passed unanimously 
by the Senate and sent to the Judiciary Com- 
aoe of the Assembly. Nothing was done with 
t then. 

“YT heard from thieves that Sullivan intended 
to smother it in committee. I spoke to an 
Assemblyman about the bill and the next week 
Chairman Saxton invited me to Albany, and I 
went before the committee and spoke for the 
bill. I told the committee that thieves were 
collecting meney to use in défeating the meas- 
ure. Last week it was reported to the Assem- 
bly unanimously, that is to say it had 10 votes, 
Mr. Saxton being absent. The moment it got 
inte the House Sullivan and other Assembly- 
men objected to it, but all the objectors with- 
drew except Sullivan. He was very bold and 
frank in stating his objection. He said that 
‘these men’ were his friends and that he was 
golng to protect them in every way he could, 
and that if the bill went through it would in- 
ure. his ‘ business.’ One Assemblyman, whose 
ntegrity and social standing are unquestioned, 
remarked that he thought that the member 
from the Second was making a mistake. Sulli- 
van laughed and said: ‘Come down in my dls- 
trict and [I will show you how men are robped 
there.’ 

*T assume that one of Sullivan’s chief reasons 
for opposing the bill is a desire to advertise his 
saloons. His places had then only a local repu- 
tation amoung thieves, and he wanted it to get 
about that thieves coming to the centennial 
would find a welcome and protection in his 
places. This bill was simply intended to pro- 
tect respectable people against the’ depredations 
of thieves, 

**New- York has come to be # rendezvous for 
thieves driven out of other cities by the en- 
forcementof precisely similar laws. It was only 
last week that James Ferris, when arraigned 
for robbery 2t the St. Oharles Hotel, said that 
the Boston autborities shipped him to New-York, 
paying his fare and sending an officer part of 


the way with him. On = several occasions 
when there have been vast crowds in 
the streets I have tried to induce 


magistrates to help me in keeping the 
‘dangerous: Classes’ under lock and key for 
& while, but I have only found two who would 
consent to eemmit well-known criminals as 
suspicious’ persons, and I say that under the 
present laws bunko steerers and thieves ge, 4 
crowd the streets and be as safe as you or L 
don’t wart to persecute thieves. Without 
egotism I can say that [do morein a practical 
way to help reformed thieves who are worthy 
than any ether man, while [do as much as any 
other man to punish the bad men.” 





THR EIGHTH WARD MISSION. 

The Eighth Ward Mission, which for 
twelve years has been under the management 
of Mrs. M. Laidlaw and the supervision of the 
Rev. Dr. I. H. Tuttle, at 9 Ludlow-place, this 
city, is making great preparation for the cele- 
bration of the Easter feast by the lads of the 
industrial school showing their well-wishers 
what they can do next Thursday; for Mra. 
Laidlaw’s practical charity believes in not only 
supporting those persons who are helpless 
through age or infirmity but teaching boys how 
to earn honest and comfortable livings when 
they shall become men. Thus the work of the 
mission has reached a elass whieh is seldom 
found by other organized oharities. for the em- 
ployed agent system is: done away with and the 
renee comes into direet contact with the 
needy. 

But Mrs. Laidlaw, who has supported the 
charity almost entirely from her ewn purse, 
finds that the district in which she may be of 
usé is rapidly enlarging, and she is anxious to 
secure help from her friends to carry on the 
work in wider fields. The district in which she 
is is known to the pelice as one of the most 
dangerous to youth in the ceuntry, There are 
many thousand vicious persons in thé ward, 
and itis from these that the mission seeks te 
keep away the boya by influences whien shall 
nes only instruct but entertain. The need ef 
such an institution is appreeiated by the clergy 
of the Episcopal Church. Mrs. Laidlaw aiso has 
other claims upon her, those of very agedsper- 
sons who are unable to support themselves, yet 
who in former years have been in prosperous 
circumstances and would be in ail probability 
killed by removal to the almsheuse. Thus the 
Eighth Ward Mission deserves all that its 
triends oan do for it, Every Sunday there are 
religious services in the mission in both English 
and German, and every Tuesday night Mr. W.

THEY TABLE A REPORT CONDEMNING 
GOULD’S BATTERY LoOP SCHEME, 

Alderman Cornelius Flynn came to the 
front yesterday in the Board of Aldermen as an 
opponent of Jay Gould’s.echeme to take another 
part of the Battery Park, ana te roof over the 
principal avenues and streets. His vete at tne 
last meeting of the board to refer to the Com- 
mittee on Streets, of which he is Chairman, the 
resolution of Alderman Carlin that the board 
ask the Legislature to provide for a commission 
to determine whether the elevated railroads 


should be given increased terminal facilities at 
the public expense had expesed Alderman 
¥lynp to criticism from his down-town conatitu- 
ents. He relieved himself from criticism by de- 
Claring yesterday that he was opposed to a 
turther inroad on the Battery, “one of the most 
beautiful spots on Manhattan [sland.” 

The report. of the Committee on Streets was 
then presented to the board. It declared that 
the . proposition to allow a “loop” gon the 
Battery and a third elevated railroad track 
‘@ught not to be indorsed. It was signed by 
Aldermen Flynn, Sullivan, and Rinokholff. They 
are all Tammany meno, and their action was 
dictated by a saucus of all the Tammany Alder- 
men. The Republican members of the commit- 
tee—Messrs. Kapp and Morris—refraiaed from 
Making a minority report in. favor of 
Jay Gouwld’s scheme, but when Alderman 
Flynn moved for the adoption of 
his report Alderman Morris moved to lay it on 
the table. He was opposed, anyhow, to the ap- 
oy ot Mayor Grant's Rapid-Transit bill now 

efore the Legislature. Aiderman Carlin joined 
him, and so did all she ether Republican and 
County Democracy Aldermen, and the Tam- 
Mmanylite Aldermen Butler, Dowd, and Gunther. 
In the vote to lay the report over until next 
week this combination prevailed. By mistake

UNFIT FOR DUTY. 





JUDGE GILDERSLEEVE DISCHARGES A 
JURY IN HIS COURT. 

Judge Gildersleeve treated the jury in his 
Court of General Sessions yesterday to a sénsa- 
tion by discharging them for unfitness to do 
jury duty. What led him to take this course 
Was & Verdict given in the case of John Bern- 
ing, clerk in a grocery store and saloon in Mon- 
roe-street, who was charged with vielating the 
excise law by selling a pint of ale to Fred 


Meyer, a minor, on May 5, 1888 

Policeman Cornelius Leary testified that the 
license ef the place had run out, and that on 
the day in question he had warned Berning not 
to sell anything in the way of drinks. Later in 
the day he saw Berning sell a pint of ale to 
young Meyer, who paid him 7. cents for 1t. 
Berning testified that he gave the ale to Meyer, 
but did not take any money for it. The boy’s 
mother said that she had sent him for the ale 
and that ne money was paid for 1 The jury 
returned a verdict of acquittal. 

**T cannot see,” said Judge Gildersleeve, 
* how the jury coula eome to any such conclu- 
sion uniess they desired to charge this most 
reputabie officer, who has been. on the foree 
eighteen years, with perjury. There is no mo- 
tive ‘apparent for such a thing on the part of 
the officer, whereas there is abundant motive 
for the other aide, I sould feel no further son- 
fidence in the jury, and I discharge them for 
the rest of the term. I regard a jury that 
would return such a verdict as unfit for duty.” 

Four ot the jarors who were diswharged had 
served on the jury which tried the case of 
young Krulisch for the murder of Drug Clerk 
Wecoheung. Two of these afterward explained 
to Judge Gildersleeve that they at firat voted 
for Berning’s conviction, but were won over by 
the others. In view of this their names were 
restored to the jury list.

Philip E. Lockwood, who committed 
suicide with remarkable deliberation in Minne- 
apolis, left letters addressed to D. C. Corbin, 
115 Broadway, and A. T. Brown, 63 Wall- 
street, New-Yerk. At the office of the Corbin 
Banking Company yesterday it was said that 
Mr. Corbin was in Philadelphia. Mr. Lockweod 
was not known there. 

Mr. Brown said he was as surprised by the 
tragic event as anybody eould be. On Monday 
he received a letter dated April 13 from Mr. 
Lookweod containing a request to send money 
to his brother in Europe. Only business matters 
were mentioned in the letter. 

‘* I knew Lockwood,” said Mr. Brown, “ prob- 
ably as well as any one, excep this attorney in 
Minneapolis. He was aman of extraordinary 
commercial ability, and had traveled extensive- 
ly. He married Miss Goundie of Bethlehem, 

enn., a sister of the manager of the Kings 
County Elevated Railread Company. and he 
was net only blessed with a charming wife, but 
@ lovable mother-in-law. Both died within a 
short period last year, and Lockwood took it 
hard.
